EDITORIAL 



ou've probably already noticed, but 
the Amiga games scene is looking 
bleak lo say the least. Releases are 
becoming tew and (ar between, and it's a 
worrying trend for both Amiga owners and 
Escom. But what Is tar more alarming is the 
drop in quality of these games. And the orig- 
inality. It's as if developers seem to think 
Amiga owners are just so desperate for 
games that they will gratefully lap up any old 
rubbish that is chucked in their direction. 
Graphics seem to have taken a step back in 
terms of quality, and it's little wonder that the 
average Amiga gamesplayer is left looking 
envious at some of the high-tech realism 
offered by the PC. Titles like Ruffian, Akira 
and Angst all look like games from the early 
•80s and do nothing but harm the Image of 
the Amiga- 
Graphics aren't the only factor on trial 
here either - originality seems to have been 
swept to one side as well. Football manage- 
ment games are churned out by the dozen, 
and okay, the good ones do sell well, but 
they really are becoming a very tested, unin- 
spired old formula that has left the industry 
looking weary. Other genres need serious 
revamping too. Dull platformers. dull racing 
games and dull beat-'em-ups are all cate- 
gones covered countless times, many with 
little or no imagination. 

Looking at the back catalogue of Amiga 
games, you realise just how bad things have 
got. A few years, even months ago, the 
Amiga owner could choose from Triple A 
products hke Flashback, Cannon Fodder or 
Theme Park. But now it's a different story 
and bar maybe four or five, there aren't too 
many titles on the release schedule that will 
excite your average gamesplayer. 

It's not |ust a problem Isolated to the 
Amiga though, PC games are falling into the 
dangerous trap of formulaic 'interactive 
movies' and while their graphics do astound, 
the payability has all the depth ol a shallow 
puddle So, things aren't all that rosy there 
either. Bui what explanation can there be for 
all this? Surely developers can't have |ust 
run out of ideas? If so why - there's a great 
big world out there. Get up from your 
computers, go and explore, be inspired. 

Anyway, it's not the PC we should be con- 
cerned with here. It's the state of the Amiga 
market. Developers we could once rely on

tor onginal games have taken their talents 
elsewhere. Names such as LucasArts, 
Delphme and Bullfrog are sadly lacking from 
our shelves. Others like Sensible Software 
are soon to follow, and Escom are going to 
have to take responsibility for making sure 
there are good, quality developers out there 
working on original titles that the Amiga 
owner deserves. 

And lake the Doom clone phenomenon, 
for example. This is a good illustration ol the 
nervous bandwagon-jumping that is also 
going on In the industry al the moment. It's 
as though the software companies don'l 
have the guts to come up with their own 
products - they see a trend and follow it 
What they should be trying to do is thinking 
of something of their own. rather than this 
attitude of trying lo outdo each other. Why 
should Amiga owners want to go and buy a 
game that Is trying to be a copy of one on the 
PC anyway We don't want second rate PC 




titles, we want our own, original, quality? 
games and we need our own software 
will make the PC owner jealous ol us for 
change. 

So I'll leave you with these final 
One is for Escom, who have to ensure 
are going to be good, original develo 
out there that will produce high quality p 
ucts. The other is for the software 
nies themselves who must avoid this T 
following' approach and earn back sorry 
respect. Graphics need to feel like the£ 
belong in the next decade not the last, and 
the balance between presentation ,ind 
playabilrty must also be considered (re - 
ber Rise of the Robots and Microcosm?) 

And the last and most important tho 
is for you, the Amiga owners. Don't gl 
them the opportunity. Don't buy the sub]

Last minute news from Amiga Technol- 
ogies revealed Ihat the software to be 
bundled with the A1200 and 4000T will include 
the newest versions of some of the most 
acclaimed productivity packages available for 
the Amiga. 

As reported in our press conference feature in 
this issue, there will be a standard A1200 pack- 
age costing £399 and a A1200 plus hard drive 
package costing £499. Up to now. however, ihe 
contents of the software pack that will be bundled 
with the Amigas has been a mystery. 

The standard pack will come with three applica- 
tions from Digita: Wordworth 4SE, a brand new 
version ol Ihe award-winning wordprocessor. 
Datastore v. 1.1. ( a database) and Organiser 
vl .1 , Iheir recently released computerised filofax. 

It will also include Turbocalc v3.5. an as yet 
unreleased version of Schtztruhe's spreadsheet 
program On the artistic side, an updated version 
of Cloanlo's highly regarded Personal Paint soft- 
ware - version 6.4 - will be accompanied by 
another Amiga showcase program. Photogenics 
1.1 from Almathera, Despite the productivity focus 



of the package, games players are also catered 
for with the inclusion of Pmball Mania, a new title 
by 21s! Century, and Whizz from Microvalue Flair. 

The HD package will include the same bundle 
of software plus Scala MM300. the leading multi- 
media authoring package. The same bundle is 
currenily sel to ship with the 4000T as well, 
although there's a possibility thai Scala's MM300 
will be replaced by the upgrade, MM400. 

Amiga Technologies clearly hope a strong bun- 
dle will put pay to complaints about the Amiga's 
pricing. Jonathan Anderson. MD of Amiga 
Technologies UK, claimed that the standard 
A1200 pack's software had a combined average 
street value of £497, while adding Scala for the 
HD version could save buyers as much as £677. 

Anderson also said he was particularly pleased 
by their success in securing such up-to-date ver- 
sions of each software product. He commented: 
"As far as I know, Wordworth. Personal Paint and 
Turbocalc are brand new products which the pub- 
lishers do not intend to launch until next year." 

The only possible bad news is lor American 
users, since this bundle Is only confirmed for 



European distribution. Whether Amigas sold in 
America will be slandalone or have a different 
software package is slill under discussion. 

An announcemenl is also imminent on the iden- 
tity of the two trade suppliers fo be used by Amiga 
Technologies. According to CTW, the trade news- 
paper, Amiga Technologies have already appoint- 
ed Amiga stalwarts SOL, 
and they are on Ihe verge 
of signing Lelsuresott 
up as their other 
partner.

An 060 version is set to follow which will give the A1200 a blistering performance, but prices on either option 
are yet to be announced.

As well as presenting its strategy for the Amiga's 
relaunch at the Heathrow press conference. Amiga 
Technologies also unveiled the new virtual reality 
l-giasses lor the first time in the UK. 

As reported last month, the Virtual l-glasses are 
made in America by Virtual i-O, but Escom have exclu- 
sive distribution rights for the product in Europe. 
Newly revealed, however, was the fact that there will 
be two different models on the market. The virtual 
reality headsets don't come cheap though. The basic 
video model lhat allows users to see computer and 
film images in 2D and 3D will cost C599. while a PC 
version Including a head-tracker for use with 3D 
games will cost £899. 

Escom stated that the range of applications for the 
headsets is almost unlimited. At the press conference 
H was claimed that the makers are already in discus- 
sions with film moguls like Steven Spielberg, and they 
have shown great interest In the technology's 
potential. 

There are also plans to develop a version of the 
headset for use In dentist's surgeries Instead of lying 
with their eyes screwed up in terror, patients will be 
able to relax watching a film while the dentist drills 
away at their teeth. Apparently they are already being 
used m the US for this purpose. 

"Our product gives patients an out-of-mouth expen- 
ence by taking the focus away from what the dentist is 
doing,' said Virtual 1-0 President Linden Rhoads. 
They enable people to watch movies, educational 
programming and even play video games while they 
have their teeth worked on." 

The AT panel went on to reveal that the lightweight 
headsets made them ideal for the private viewing of 
erotx: movies, but whether this capability will be com- 
bined with the dentist's version is currently unclear. 




The video version of the glasses will connect to the 
Amiga's composite output port. As yet, the head- 
tracker version has no software support on the 
Amiga, however. 

Asked if they planned to sell the product in the UK, 
major retailers Silica replied that they had not made 
any decision on the matter. MD John Arundel would 
not discount the possibility, however. "If it's a product 
that supports the Amiga then we will certainly be 
interested in taking it." he commented.

Amiga owner. From just being able to 
alter your user-startup to writing your e- 
mails, you cannot get away from the 
need for this essential utility.

then simply by pressing right Amiga 
you can watch as the entire text 
cally reappears line by line In front 
your very eyes. 

ADJUSTMENTS 

The Environment menu in Cygnus

positioning.

You do not have to use this to run 
CED, but if you use it there are a num- 
ber of advantages. Firstly, it allows you 
lo run CygnusEd in a dormant state, 
meaning the main CED window will not 
appear.

Using 
Ed, it is also possible to load a file 
directly into a copy CED that is already 
up and running. 

MacEd has nothing what so ever to 
do with Macs, you will be glad to know.

Finally, RecoverCED files is a handy 
little program which, it your machine 
crashes while you are working on a doc- 
ument, will try its best to recover those 
files. It is not guaranteed 100 per cent, 
but any chance of getting lost files back 
ts better than none at all. 

I( you are having problems with any 
of CygnusEd's functions then there is 
an extremely comprehensive Amiga 
Guide document detailing every aspect 
of CygnusEd. Other than that, the best 
way of finding out about CygnusEd's 
functions is just to try out all of those

Mand2000 has to be the best fractal exploration 
program available for the Amiga computer. It pro- 
vides a super simple interface combined with a 
stupifyingly fast screen update. 

Exploring a fractal In Mand2000 is simply a 
matter of double-clicking where you want to go 
and you will instantly zoom into the area you 
chose. If you want to decrease the zoom amount 
just press the D key. and you zoom straight out. 
Also, if you want to move to a slightly different 
position, simply click on the Mandelbrot and slide 
the area to where you want it 

One of the impressive pads of Mand2000 is the 
window approach it takes. You can literally have 
dozens of separate fractal windows open all 
showing different parts of the Mandelbrot set - 
you can even have a separate window open 
showing what part of the Mandelbrot you are cur- 
rently looking at The program is not restncted to 
only the Mandelbrots as it will also allow you to 
explore the Julia set. 

If you own an AGA machine, Mand2000 lets 
you access a bewildering number of screen 
modes, supporting Ham8 and Ham6 screens 



resolutions all the way up to 1280x512 - allowing 
every window you open to have its own separate 
palette. 

The real problem with trying to explore fractals 
is that the deeper you go into them, the longer it 
takes to produce each screen. Mand2000 give 
you a number of options to allow you to preview or 
speed up the screen drawing process. Firstly, you 
can change the number ot iterations the computer

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0 oul ol 10 Software conllnue 
iheir educational series with 
Essential Science, a collection ol 
six games designed to educate the 5 to 
12-year old. To cope with such a wide 
age range, the package has a user-defin- 
able level of difficulty and the child can 
progress in a set of clear-cut stages. 

Games vary from Steamer, where you 
musl choose correct measurements, for 
example, to Shuttle, a cunningly dis- 
guised educational asteroids game that 
requires the player lo identify the correct 
animal. Spectrum aims to give the player 
scientific facts in an interesting way, such 
as identifying parts of the body or parts of 
a flower Space Walk also requires Ihe 
identification of certain objects from a 
given description, and Microscope lels the 
child uncover facts as if under a 
Microscope. 

Marks are awarded for every game and 
stars given for each section which tell the 
child how much progress has been made. 
The parent or teacher can also check 
progress as four different colours indicate 
levels of success. Red indicates help 
needed, yellow signifies practice needed, 
green is given for full marks, and blue 
medals are for continued success. 

UNAPPEALING 

At first glance, though, It's hardly an 
appealing package. And what instantly 
strikes about Essential Science is the 
appalling graphics It would be an insult to 
the Spectrum ZX lo say the graphics 
resembled one of their earlier games 
because these are probably worse. When 
most doling parents are buying PCs for 
Iheir precious Luke or Lucy to educate 
them through glossy multimedia pack- 
ages, ihen there's nothing more guaran- 
teed to make the 'educational Amiga' die 
a death lhan ugly lilies like this. 

Fortunately though, it's content thai 
matters, and Educational Science is rela- 
tively proficient in this area The activities 
are varied enough and will suit children in 
this range. Some are very good such as 
the measuring exercises and they do 
teach some of the rudiments of science 
quite well. 

However, at the olher end of the scale, 
some of the activities defy belief. One of 
them requires you to uncover an object 
underneath one of Ihe slides as if it were 
a microscope. The child then has to 
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Ono of Ihe activities in Steamer is to read 
off Ihe thermometer measurements 

uncover the right weather picture with 
the right weather text, for example. 
However, some of them look far too 
similar and a younger player is 
going to need help initially - an 
adult would probably have to think 
about it too. For instance, at first It 
would seem a bent over tree 
would represent wind - that is until 
you find a kite and realise this is in 
fact wind. This happens on a num- 
ber of occasions and it's not that the 
exercise is particularly difficult, but more 
that the pictures are hard to Identity. 

The instructions for some of the activi-

Or how about, Which 
of these is now dead?' where one of the 
answers is Turkey Slices. It's enough to 
make you turn vegetanan and does little to 
help a child's understanding.

very short attention spans and simple 
things that could have held their interest 
such, as sound effects, appear to havei 
been neglected.

I may seem strange lhat a com- 
pany would release a flicker fixer 
in this day of high speed graphic 
cards, and the DblPAL capable AGA chip 
set. A few years ago there was good rea- 
son for getting hold of a flicker fixer, as 
this was the only way to use 640 x 512 
screen resolutions without going blind. So 
if all you need to do nowadays is buy a 
cheap VGA monitor to access these high 
resolutions, why on Earth do you need a 
flicker fixer? 

If you own an A40O0. the options avail- 
able to you when it comes to choosing a 
monitor are fairly limiting You either 
splash out on an expensive multisync 
monitor that will allow you to work In any 
resolution, or plump for a cheap VGA 
monitor and lose the ability to display any 
of the standard low sync screen modes 
the Amiga uses. 

Whichever option you choose, the only 
way you can use the AGA's high resolu- 
tion modes is via the scan-doubled 
modes, such as DblPAL This comes with 
a number of drawbacks - firstly DblPAL Is 
horribly slow, especially when you use 
more than tour bitplanes. The reason for 
this is that the DMA channels are so busy 
just keeping the display hardware 
supplied with screen data that there is 
virtually no time left to be able to update 
the screen 

VIDEO DRAWBACK 

The second drawback is that you can- 
not use these screen modes to record 
video. This requires using a PAL or 
NTSC, if you are American, screen mode. 

The addition of the flicker fixer will allow 
you to access all the Amiga's screen 
modes on a normal VGA monitor. This is 
achieved by the flicker fixer scan doubling 
the PAL modes up to a rate that normal 
VGA monitors can handle. For video peo- 
ple this is pretty darn useful, as you can 
use an interlaced screen for your video 
work without having to actually view those 
nasty Itickery interlaced screens If will 
even let you play games on a monitor - if 
you do that sort of thing. 

Installation of the flicker fixer is as easy 
as it gets lor a Zorro card. The card has 
to reside in the A4000's v«3eo slot, which 
Is typically the bottom one. So it the video

Once the card has been slotted in 
place, when you reboot your machine you 
can gasp and coo at the new fllckerless 
screens. If you were already using a 
DblPAL screen mode, you will have to first 
delete the ScreenMode.prefs file from the 
ENVARC:Sys drawer before you can con- 
tinue, as the flicker fixer is not too keen on 
scan doubling a scan-doubled screen. 

You are provided with three video out- 
puts - for the monitor a typical VGA 15 pin 
RGB output, and lor video connection you 
have a composite and SVHS sockets. 
There is also a single switch that allows 
you lo choose between the card being 
able to display full vertical overscan or 
1440 horizontal pixels in Super Hi-res 
mode. The switch is provided because the 
board cannot automatically detect what 
1 5Khz mode the Amiga is in. 

The flicker fixer also provides de-inter- 
laclng of other Amiga screen modes. 
Primarily Super72 and MultiScan. this will 
allow you to use 800x600 and 640x1024 
screen modes flicker free. You should, 
however,, check beforehand that your 
monitor will be able to cope with those 
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Built-in fin.

REVIEW 



ell. finally we've had a Zip drive 
lo look at. I know we've been 
promising il for quite a while 
now, buf Ihe lacts of Ihe matter are that 
lOmega, the company that produces the 
Zip, has been so Inundated with orders 
in the States that none of their produc- 
tion run has reached these shores. 
However, thanks to a licencing deal with 
Epson, the Zip should be In plentiful 
supply by the time you read this piece 

First Impressions ol the Zip are very 
good. It's a gorgeous looking bit ol kit. 
its lines reminiscent ol something out of 
Bladerunner. The drive, as you can see, 
Is a metallic blue, in splendid contrast to 
the drab beiges we have been used lo 
for computer peripherals for a long time 
now. 

The rear end of the drive shows us 
two 25-way SCSt ports - in and out - for 
putting the Zip in the middle of a SCSI 
chain, a termination switch - on or off - 
and a SCSI ID switch. The ID switch is 
the only possible problem with the Zip 
as you can only use SCSI IDs five and 
six. which might be a pain for A3000 
owners. But with this being the Zip's 
only limitation. I can see a day when 
SCSI unit five or six Is the standard 
position for a Zip m the way that three Is 
there for CD-ROM or tape back up. 

The Zip's power supply plugs into Ihe 
side of the dnve using a right-angle plug 
which slots into the side ol the drive, 
leaving that edge llush - which is jolly 
handy as you might want to stand Ihe 
Zip on its side. The Zip has two lights at 
the front and an eject button that feels 
just like the old Spectrum keyboard. 
Overall, Its dimensions are not much 
larger than a standard external floppy 
drive unit, and it weighs less than most 
external drives I have seen. 

The disks the Zip uses look almost 
like normal floppy disks, apart from Ihe 
fact that they are somewhai thicker and 
have a small shutter They also don't 
have a write protect tab. but more of 



lhat later. There is an interesting prism- 
like device on the left-hand comer ol the 
disk nearest the shutter, which may be 
something to slop manufacturers from 
copying the disk design - SyQuest own- 
ers will know the number of different 
manufacturers of cartridges for their dri- 
ves. Sliding back the shutter reveals a 
single disk, again much like a floppy, 
only with air on either side of the disk 
rather than being sandwiched between 
cloth. 

RATE OF KNOTS 

Inserting a disk into the Zip drive 
results in the disk being brought up to 
speed at a rate that will surprise and 
delight SyQuest owners - the disk being 
ready for use within about four seconds. 
Once it Is ready, the disk will read and 
write data at a sustainable rate of about 
1Mb a second. Yes, a meg a second. 
Pretty impressive for a removable media 
device. 

The Zip is only currently available in 
an external version, although an internal 
one isn't out ol the realms of possibility 
and there are two versions of the disks 
that it uses. The 100Mb disk is readily 
available, but the 25Mb disk's luture 
looks in doubt. After all, who is going to 
wanl a 25Mb disk for only slightly less 
than Ihe 1 00Mb version? HiSoft will also 
be shipping the Zip with an adaptor lo 
link it up to a Squirrel, and a set of tools 
for formatting and toggling write protec- 
tion which is controlled through 
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software, rather than using a write| 
protect tab. 

It seems that the Zip dnve actually! 
breaks one of the primary rules of com- 
puting - take any two of the following] 
three terms:- Cheap, Fast, Good, 
Basically, you can have something thatl 
is fast and good but not cheap, cheap! 
and fast but not good - you get the ideaJ 
But the Zip seems to break this rule and] 
goes for all three at once. With a pnce| 
below E200 it certainly isn't expensive 
we were paying that for a bare 105MI 
Quantum hard drive not so long ago 
and at a meg a second, the Zip certainly] 
compares favourably with an internal 
hard drive So that's fast taken care of,f 
and with its looks and overall uf 
ness, you haven't got a good prodi 
you've got a great one.

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It mas the height of summer, and the Hmiga 
technologies press conference announced the rebirth 
of the Hmiga in the ISIS. Qareth lofthouse reports 
on the tough Questioning the company had to face 



t was the moment we've been 
watting 18 months tor since the 
demise ot the old Commodore 
Empire: the Amiga is back, said the men 
torn Escom, and on target to hit the 
streets of Bntam in time tor September. 

The official UK relaunch of the Amiga 
took place at a press conference at the 
Sheraton Hotel in Heathrow on a swel- 
tering summer day in mid-August. 
Optimists might have taken the sunshine 
as a good omen, but difficult questions 
fad been fermenting dunng the months 
since the takeover, however, and Amiga 
Computing was there to find out what 
substance lay behind the talk. 

The panel assembled to state Amiga 
Technologies' case included most of the 
key players from Europe and Britain, 
which at least showed some encourag- 
ing commitment to the key UK market. 
Petro Tyschtschenko. the company's 
general manager, was accompanied by 
Jonathon Anderson and John Smith of 
Amiga Technology UK, plus PR man 
GiHes Bourdin. and Barry Thurston of 
SCALA who was there lo orchestrate 
tie multimedia presentation. 
It soon became apparent, however, 



that the amount of new and concrete 
information available was rather limited. 
The announced specifications for the roll- 
out Amigas. tor example, held no surp- 
rises, with even the faster 060 version of 
the 4000T not available until November 
at the earliest. 

Amiga Technologies were not in a 
position to disclose much more about the 
contents of the software to be bundled 
with new Amigas either. John Smith, UK 
Sales Manager, revealed that 1200s 
would include a database, word proces- 
sor, spreadsheet, paint package and two 
games, but specific product names were 
unavailable. 

BUNDLED UP 

The confusion over how Scala was 
going lo be combined with 1200s was 
finally cleared up, with the announce- 
ment ot two different A1200 bundles. The 
£399 bundle announced last month will 
lack a hard drive, and it was decided that 
it would be impractical to include SCALA 
with this option. Consequently, a £499 
package was announced containing an 
Amiga with a built-in 170Mb hard drive

Marketing a legend 

Asked it there were any plans to advertise the Amiga products, Tyschtschenko 
replied that this would not be possible until next year. This means that al Ihe 
iime when Microsoft and the Japanese console manufacturers are taking over 
yrime lime TV slots, the Amiga will have little presence outside its own 
racialist press. 

Anderson argued, however, that allowances had been made towards distribu- 
tors to help them with cost, and he expects them to shout about the Amiga In 
iheir own adverts. Gilles Bourdin also pointed out that Amiga Technologies 
oresence at the I FA fair in Berlin showed a worthwhile marketing Investment. 

What is encouraging is that almost 50 per cent of the 60,000 Amigas allocated 
(or the UK this year have already been sold. Amiga Technologies are confident 
they'll sell their entire stock of Amigas produced this year.

What was surprising, however, were a 
number of statements that contradicted 
details everyone thought were settled 
some weeks ago. It appears, contrary to 
what Tyschlschenko told Amiga 
Computing last month, that the Amiga will 
be distributed through Escom shops after 
all - a revelation thai came as a relief to 
those concerned about the Amiga's high 
street presence this Christmas. 

U-TURN 

Previously. Tyschlschenko had 
believed that the Escom staff would be 
too geared towards PC and insufficiently 
educated about the Amigas to sell them 
successfully. The about face, however, 
seems to be based on the fact that the 
employees in the UK shops will all have 
had experience of selling Amigas before 
the Humbelows buyout. 

CD32 owners on the verge of hara-kiri 
were given pause tor thought as well. 
While the failure lo outline any plans pre- 
viously had led many to assume the 
console was to be consigned to the dust- 
bin of computer could-have-beens. 
Tyschtschenko gave it a more optimistic 
prognosis. 

"We have had tremendous problems 
obtaining DRAMs, so we decided not to 
produce the CD32 this year." he offered 




The words 'press conference' might conjure up the 
vision of large halls packed with hordes of scribbling 
hacks, places where qulckfire questioning is 
accompanied by a barrage of flickering 
flashlights from the assembled press 
photographers. You will not be sur- 
prised to hear that this affair was 
somewhat more - shall we say - 
subdued. 

Ironically. Amiga press members 
themselves were rather thin on the 
ground, with staff from the games 
magazines conspicuous by their 
absence. It would appear that they, at 
least, are rather sceptical about the 
prospects of the Amiga regaining its 
place at the heart of the computer 
entertainment industry. 

The remaining 'serious' editorial from 
Amiga Computing, Format, Shopper, CU 
Amiga and JAM magazines assembled at the 
Sheraton hotel, Heathrow, conversed with strained

civility, moaned about the steep pricing for beer, and 
gave voice to the sort of cynicism I suppose ts 
expected from journalists on these occasions. 
Having been ushered into a small but well 
tilled room, the tone for the event was set 
early on. In his opening words. Petro 
Tyschtschenko excused the absence of 
Manfred SchnYitt, explaining that the 
Escom MD was striking a deal in 
America somewhere - perhaps he was 
negotiating a take-over of Microsoft, he 
joked. It was the first sign that the con- 
ference was more about confidence than 
solid news. 

Much as everyone wanted to proclaim the 
return of the UK's favourite home computer, 
however, old tensions within the Amiga 
community began to resurface once 
speeches were over. Perhaps it had 
helped that the first half of the confer 
ence was as much about Escom's PC line and P 
games on the (-glasses as it was about Amigas. 



'But you can be sure we will produce It 
next year. This year we have too many 
problems with our two main products." 

This year though, the only other new 
products due from Amiga Technologies 
are the virtual l-glasses (see our new 
report ) and a multiscan monitor that is 
almost certainly going to be the 14" 
Microvitec 1438 - though 15* and 17" 
models are planned for next year. 

Neither the speech made by Petro 
Tyschtschenko, or John Smith, however, 
confronted many of the doubts that had 
been lurking at (he back of most enthusi- 
asts' minds, and it was only in the ques- 
tion and answer session that the knottier 
issues were addressed. Pricing was per- 
haps the most commonly voiced worry. 

CLEAR AIMS 

The E1900 ex VAT cost for 4000Ts 
was the first target, and with faster, fully 
kitted PCs available at around £1000, 
Amiga Technologies had lo explain 
where they thought their high-end 
machine's market lay. "I think one of the 
problems in the past is that the Amiga 
has been badged as if it will do every- 
thing for everyone," argued Anderson. 
"We are clearly aiming the 4000T towards 
the multimedia market. Even though 



technology has moved on a bii, tl 
Amiga is still the best machine out tht 
because of its multitasking capabilit 
among other things, for multimedia.' 

The multimedia strategy itself was 
brought into question, however. Esc 
themselves are selling cheap, ready-! 
run PCs with in-built sound cards 
speakers. The terms PC and muitir 
are almost synonomous in the eyes 
the general public, and even the Amic 
flagship software, Scala, is now avails 
for the rival platform. 

Despite being pleased by their 
product, Scala UK's Barry Thurstc 
fought back against the idea thai 
Amiga was overpriced and behind 
times. "You still have to put an awful 
of expansion into a PC to get it up to 
effortless performance level the Ar 
has for multimedia." he argued. "So 
basic cost might be OK, but your ac 
overall cost will be much higher Ttw 
particularly true," he continued, "wf 
you're talking about distributing ink 
lion to television. The cost of putting |

Despite it betnq the official 
relaunch of the Amiga. they was no 
sign ol them at the conference. 
Escom did take the opportunity to 
unveil the Virtual l-O glasses, the 
virtual reality headset for which they 
have exclusive distribution rights. 

Two versions will be made avail- 
able. The basic video model wHl- 
plug into any machine with a com- 
posite vidoo port - for example 
Amiga and VCRs - enabling it to 2D 
and 3D films. The price is set tor 
£599, though they hope to drop 
pnres as the technology becomes 
more mainstream. 

The PC version includes a head- 
tracker so it can be used with 3D 
games like Doom or Heretic. 
However, due to the tact it writ 4 
require a PAL converter, it costs 
£899. 




Amiga Technologies is run largely by ex- 
Commodore people, and at one point the panel 
(aced the same sort of criticism over marketing strat- 
egy that was levelled at the old com- 
pany After alt, it was argued, there 
seemed to be little marketing to raise 
the Amiga's profile, and not a lot in 
the way of new products either 
"Convince us otherwise f" one person 
demanded in an increasingly heated 
atmosphere. 

In response, Anderson contested 
that the massive advertising cam- 
paigns from Microsoft and the 
Japanese giants would just lead to 
confusion for the public, and added a 
criticism of his own against magazine 
publishers. "I think that one of the mis- 
demeanours that most mags have 
done to the detnment of our industry is to confuse 
the end users big time." he retaliated They don't 
know whether to watt for this or that, and the net

result is that they're still waiting. "Anderson's subse- 
quent plea for Amiga Technologies and the special- 
ist press to work together for a successful relaunch 
did little to calm things down. The Future 
Publishing camp accused Anderson of 
snubbing Amiga magazines by giving infor- 
mation to CTW first. There then ensued an 
argument about who phoned who first, how 
many messages were left on whose 
answering machines, and so on, until dis- 
cussion of the Amiga seemed in danger of 
being lost in personal disputes. 

Fortunately, the proceedings soon 
returned to more of an even keel, but a cer- 
tain amount of frustration remained at 
Amiga Technologies' failure to dispel some 
widely held doubts. Perhaps, though, the 
press were expecting too much from the 
company in the time they'd had to ramp 
production up. "We know there Is a lot more to be 
done." Gitles Bourdin acknowledged after the con- 
ference had been wound up.

A lot of people originally bought their 
Amigas to play games, but with Sony's 
Playstation about to hit the shops, didn't 
they lear for the A1200's fortunes in the 
Christmas season? John Smith was 
unperturbed over this issue. 

"I think the kind of productivity soft- 
ware m the pack we were delivering at 
the end of Commodore's time showed 
the direction in which we were already 
moving," he said. "Basically, I think lots 
of A50Q7600 users want to move over to 
the 1200 - they now have computer 
experience and they want productivity 
stuff. They know the Amiga is far more 
than just a games machine, so we will 
certainly push things towards the 
productivity side." 

Anderson added that it would attract 
people who were sick of the console's 
limitations as well "Most parents want 
their kids to have more than one option. 
With a console you either play games or 
do nothing. I don't think we're directly 
squaring up to the Japanese here."

rtie Amiga's relaunch Is Imminent, but its long-term survival Is less certain.

II it was a pity thai the conference led to some angry exchanges between Ihe 
press and the panel. It was at least a testament to how passionately everyone 
assembled wanted the Amiga to be reborn.

It's easy to forget what Amiga Technologies have achieved In gel- 
ting the computer back Into the shops In time for Christmas. Tyschtschenko put 
it succinctly: 

To ramp production up in three months is very difficult I can tell you I've 
never worked so hard in all my life to be successful tor Ihe Amiga as I have In 
the last three months."

here has always been a certain 
snobbery about SCSI. II one per- 
son has a SCSI hard drive and 
the other an IDE then the SCSI owner 
could always teel superior, and can happily 
scoff at their fnends inadequacies. 

Generally, SCSI hard drives are consid- 
ered to be superior tn performance than 
IDE, even though you do have to pay for 
the privilege. Apart from the performance 
advantage, a SCSI interface allows you to 
connect up to seven peripherals onto the 
SCSI chain. This is the greatest advantage 
over IDE as they only allow you to connect 
two IDE hard drives, and you usually have 
to faff about with lumpers, making one a 
master drive and Ihe other a slave dnve, 
which normally involves ringing up the 
manufactures and getting the correct 
details. 

Currently, if you want lo add a SCSI 
interface to your A1200 your options are 
quite limited. You can either buy one of the 
trapdoor accelerators that also have a 
SCSI option, or get a Squirrel. The first is 
fairly expensive and Ihe last ties up your 
PCMCIA slot. 

A few years ago that would have meant 
little, as there were no PCMCIA penpher- 
als around, but more and more are starting 
to appear and for certain people, leaving 
the slot freo might be a necessity. 

Installation ol the DataFlyer is necessar- 
ily more complex than the Squirrel, 
because it plugs into the IDE slot of your 
computer. Firstly, you have to place a 
small plastic square under where the 
DataFlyer will go. This is required to stop 
the DataFlyer's circuit board from shorting 
out on the Amiga's metal shield. You then 
plug the board into the IDE port. 

If you have a hard drive already, you will 
need lo move it back about a centimetre to 
allow the leads to fit. This is done by 
unscrewing the drive from its tray and then, 
using a rubber bung, Ihe drive is wedged 
back into the tray in its new position. This 
might not sound very secure but the drive 
really is fixed in position very firmly. 

All that remains is to feed a nbbon cable 
from the DataFlyer round to that hole at the 
back of your A1200 - the one you never 
knew a use for. By men screwing a sup- 
plied metal plate into place, and then 
screwing the connector into this, you end 
up with a brand spanking new SCSI port at 
the back of your Amiga. This just leaves

RECOGNITION 

Once Ihe software is installed, any hard 
drives you attach are automatically recog- 
nised and mounted - the transfer rate 
being only a little slower than the squirrel. 
The main problem here is that the IDE 
interface is dependant on the CPU. so the. 
faster your computer, the faster the 
DataFlyer will be. 

One of the drawbacks from using Ihe 
IDE port is that the first two SCSI devices 
are set aside for IDE hard drives, with 
these being treated as SCSI hard drives. 
This has the effect that you will only be 
able to attach five other external devices. 
For most people this should not pose any 
problems. fi& 




The mam competition tor Ihe DataFlyer is the Squirrel, so any At 200 owner wanting a 
SCSI interface will want to consider Ihe pros and cons ol both. As a SCSI interface the 
DaiaFlyer works well.

Okay, you've heard the preamble concerning the key 
elements In the system but what's it all in aid of? In 
short, the Draco is a one-stop graphics, digital video 
and audio solution which will become one ol Ihe 
fastest rendering and digital video effects systems on 
any desktop. 

The aforementioned Dec Alpha co-processor could 
well prove to be the real key to Ihe Draco's success in 
the long term - with the first and most obvious 
beneficiary being the MovieShop software. 

Not surprisingly, an expansion slot already awaits 
a new co-processor which features the fastest chip 
tn the Dec Alpha range, and currently holds the 
record lor the world's fastest micro-processor deliv- 
ering an astonishing 450 mips - which translates 
into 10 times the speed of an SOMhz 060. The 
end result In MovleShop's case Is real-time DVEs in 
software. 

At present, the generation of wipes, fades and spe- 
cial effects can be a fairly lengthy process, especially 



on more complex DVEs However, with the arrival of 
the co-pro, Ihe vast majority of MovieShop SFXs will 
be real time, while the more complex Hying cubes and 
the like will be generated in near real time. 

However, MovieShop need not be Ihe only soft- 
ware to cash in on the power of Ihe Dec Alpha. 
MacroSystem will be providing a dedicated compiler 
for anyone wishing to re-comptle iheir software for the 
Draco co-pro - obvious choices being Lightwave, 
Real 3D and the like. 

In the past, Ihe attempts at partial RISC solution on 
Ihe Amiga OS has fallen at the first hurdle. 
Nevertheless, the MacroSystems' example does 
prove that a RISC-based accelerations system, an

Technologies please take note.

When the real time grabbing and importing 
is complete, and the assorted clips have 
been trimmed, edited, and appended, (he 
next step Is lo drop them into the Timeline 
and add the all-important special effects 
and additional audio. 

The actual process of building the Movie 
is entirely non-destructive. In reality it simply 
offers a means of layering and combining 
existing audio and video into a new 
sequence. The end result of all (his is user- 
defined sequencing of all the existing 
scones - aided by visual and audio effects. 
If a new clip overtaps an existing element, a 
fade operator could be dropped between 
Ihe overlap to produce a digital cross-fade. 

This ability to mix and process multiple 
sequences points to another unique feature 
of VLM, namely its ability to operate as a 
digital A/B roll environment with a built-in 
digital effects processor. Admittedly, this is 
by no means a real-time process, because 
once the scenes are arranged, and the 



operators in position, MovieShop still has 
to set about processing the video 
sequence, transitions and effects specified 
within the Timeline. 

Fortunately, this is all done automati- 
cally, but il nevertheless takes time as the 
process is done entirely via software - in a 
similar way in which ADPro and ImageFX 
apply effects to single images. Needless to 
say, Draco's 060 is a real bonus at this 
stage. 

As you've probably guessed, audio is 
also computed in a similar manner. H. for 
example, you've added a backing (rack, or 
adjusled Ihe envelope within an existing 
AV soundtrack, a separate computing pass 
is needed to apply the changes. 
Fortunately, this process usually takes only 
a matter of seconds. 

Although the DVE process may sound 
daunting, after a little practise it becomes 
second nature. Beginners are catered for 
via an easy mode in addition to Ihe more 
complex RPN approach - which can 
process an almost unllmlled number of 
sequences alongside multiple layered 
special effects. 
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As mentioned earlier, mix and match 
configurations are available for those 
who already have elements of the 
system. However, assuming you're 
starting from scratch, the basic DV 
system consists of the following: The 
Vlab Motion. Toccata, Retina and the 
060 CPU and I/O combo. 

On the storage side you start off 
with an HD disk drive. The only limita- 
tion of which is that the drive is in fact 
a PC HD floppy. As a consequence. H 
actually writes Amiga format floppies 
at roughly half the normal speed. 

In addition to Ihe (loopy, the Draco 
also ships with a quad-speed CO- 
ROM plus 4Mb of RAM as standard 
To complement the CD-ROM 
MacroSystem will also be supplying i 
dedicated CD which house 
Workbench and installs all the accom 
panylng software and utilities need- 
to manage the system. 

Even more interesting is a plan to 
incorporate Shape Shifter as a stan 
dard part of the Draco software suite 
For those unfamiliar with the Shape 
Shifter, it allows you to define either i 
file or a partition as a Macintosh. 

Add Mac system software and you 
effectively have a full blown Mac run- 
ning on your Amiga, or in this case I 
Draco. However, in order lo accom 
pllsh the seemingly unthinkable yon 
do need a Mac ROM stored as a til* 
on your machine. Obviously, simply 
ripping a ROM image out of a Mac is 
highly illegal. As a consequence, an 
official deal with Apple is essential 
MacroSystem are confident that cur 
rent negotiations will end In the all 
important handshake. And If so 
Draco owners will have access to the 
best of both the Amiga and the Mac 

On the Amiga side, MacroSystem 
are throwing in the complete ADPic 
collection Including Ihe conversion 



fin editor's delight 



As you've probably gathered, the real essence ol 
the Draco's appeal is Its ability to operate as a 
true off-line editor/digital video effects generator. 
And in that domain it stands head and shoulders 
above the opposition. 

Unlike the PAR card, actually moving edits 
around is both easy and. most importantly instan- 
taneous Rather than physicalfy moving the data, 
the VLM and MovieShop combo simply makes a 
cuetist Irom the existing data and skips around the 
drive with the assistance of RAM buffenng. As a 
consequence, making changes to the running 
order of scenes, or entire movies is instant, 
whereas the same process on the PAR could liter- 
ally take hours as the system physically 




rearranges the data 
to reflect the new running 
order. 

And, of course, the PAR system is strictly 
limited to straightforward cut and paste editing, 
unlike VLM which at present already offers a mas- 
sive range of DVEs with more coming on-line by 
the day.

Thanks lo such a high degree of 
Image quality, Draco will easily hold its 
own In Ihe broadcast market, even on a 
Zorro II VLM - a factor which is backed 
up by a direct link to BetaCam SP 
equipment and other broadcast quality 
hardware. This is thanks to an optional 
YUV component module which simply 
slots onto the board. 

The only olher card that really bene- 
fits from a Draco direct' connection is 
the Retina and as thafs already alive 
and kicking, the only other element is 
Ihe Toccata. However, it remains to be 
seen if MacroSystem will bother with a 
'Draco direct' version as the existing 
version already works at and above CD 
quality as standard 

Up and coming 

Needless to say the launch of the Dec 
Alpha co-processor is a major event for the 
elite. Howevet for mere mortals, invest- 
ment In a co-pro will hinge on 'jie arhval of 
re-compiled versions of Lightwave and 
other power applications specifically for the 
Draco. 

tn addflion to the vanous bits that have 
already had a mention, there 15 one more 
Imminent upgrade waiting in the wings, 
which like the co-pro is due to coincide 
with the official Autumn launch of the 
Draco The mystery add-on is in fact a new 
64-bfi graphics card which will provide full 
a colour preview actually on the 
MovieShop control screen Better still, the 
card will also generate a genkxkable sig- 
nal.

Aside from the system performance, the 
price tag itself is bound to attract many 
a serious Amiga fan, with the basic 
Draco retailing cheaper than an Amiga 
4000 running an 060 accelerator. Not 
bad for a fully-featured digital video box 
with the potential for full off-line editing. 
CD quality audio, broadcast quality digi- 
tal video effects, and much more 
besides. 

Look at the opposition from the likes 
of Quantel'5 Paintbox and various 
Mac syslems and you'll discover the 
Draco's asking price is tiny in compari- 
son. The only other question, especially 
in relation to newcomers, is ease of 
use. 

Although generally no more daunting 
than the average Amiga, there is one 
aspect of the MovieShop environment 
that could see some Improvement, 
namely the application of DVEs. To 
achieve DVEs MovieShop employs a 
Reverse Polish Notation system to 
stack and process DVEs on an almost 
unlimited collection ol video clips simul- 
taneously. For the novice, it must be 
said the process can present something 
of a hurdle. It would be nice if 
MacroSystem Implemented a GUI in the 
style of MultiLayer specifically for DVE 
design. 

As for the system as a whole, there 
are no complaints whatsoever. The beta 
version tested arrived with all the neces- 
sary bits separate from the tower, with 
one piece of A4 listing the vanous con- 
nections. I wired everything up, hit the 
power button, and it fired-up first time! 
Vorsprurig durch technik - or something 
similar. 

If you're tired of Ihe trail of broken 
promises surrounding Amiga develop- 
ment, the Draco deserves senous very 
attention. But if you're serious about 
audio, video and compuier graphics, the 
Draco is nothing short of a dream 
machine.

Dave Haynie put it: "it will be the only RISC chip with 
a chance to be priced as a commodity item." 

Despite attendance m the hundreds (registered 
attendance did not break 400, according to reports), 
the exhibitors were pleased and the organisers were 
too tired to be concerned. Show admittance was 
free, and many people came and went without 
checking in. 

Everyone went home happy, and most people 
were just glad lo be in an environment with so much 
Amiga enthusiasm and energy 



somewhere else to play, so to speak. 
Upon release of ImageFX 2.0, Nova 
found their own independent distribution 
channels rather than publishing through 
GVP. as they had done in the past. 

Many areas of North America have 
seen thetr dealerships shrink, consolidate, 
or disappear altogether. Indeed, I am con- 
stantly reminded that Mexico City, the 
world's largest metropolis, has only one 
Amiga dealership. What. then, fuels 
Wonder Computers, a dealership chain 
that has grown from one store to five in 
the past few years, has instituted a corpo- 
rate division for infrastructure manage- 
ment and product distribution, and recent- 
ly added a software development team to 
its repertoire? 

Based in Ottawa. Canada, with stores 
in Ottawa. Toronto. London. Montreal, 
and Vancouver, the answer seems to lie 
In dedication and making the right deci- 
sions in the right places, as well as having 
an Impressive enough presence to instil 
confidence in the user base. 

Each of Wonder's five stores is Amiga-

In between these stark comparisons 
sits Nova Design, the three-man software 
company famous for ImageFX, the pro- 
fessional image manipulation package. 
They survived the collapse and sale of 
GVP by taking their ball and finding 
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In short, there are a lot of questions in the North 
American market and no easy answers. The 
decision to spend no marketing dollars this year 
was a difficult one to accept for many. While the 
argument is certainly true that this is not the 
strongest market historically lor the Amiga, the 
potential-and exlstlng-customer base cannot be 
ignored. 

At ihls point, sitting back, sipping that cup of 
coffee you |ust bought and riding out the situa- 
tion Is not a bad idea. Gitles Bourdin of Amiga 
Technologies PR has asked North Americans lo 
iond him articles mentioning the Amiga in major 



press publications. Former engineers such as 
Dale Larson have Interviewed with ISE. the new 
subcontractor for Amiga engineering. The ques- 
tions are not easy, but the answers, slowly, are 
forthcoming. 

And even more importantly, the dealer and 
development support is still here. Yes, there is 
no more GVP to flagship the Amiga on this con- 
tinent. But the community survives. The users 
developers and dealers are doing as much as 
they can, as evidenced by their continuing dedi- 
cation and support It is now Amiga 
Technologies' market to make or break. 
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fan and SteVa, two die-hard Amiga 
fans al (ha rmcmnt Amlgm bash 



only, barring the occasional video product. 
Wonder's deal (or distribution rights of the 
Quasar Dislnbution product line (pnmanly 
consisting of Chris Hames' DirWork and 
PC-Task packages) put them on the map. 
and their purchase of the New Horizons B- 
Pack' of software. Including DesignWorks, 
QuickWrite. and QuarterBack added a 
ready-made, if slightly dated, suite of a 
dozen products they could develop or sell 
outright at their option. (QuarterBack has 
already been sold to Quasar.) Wonder's 
services even include classes on the 
Amiga, held in a small computer lab 
environment. 

There certainly is no lack of interest in 
Amiga distribution on this continent, as 
demonstrated by the half-dozen compa- 
nies that participated in Amiga 
Technologies' impromptu meeting in July 
which attempled, unsuccessfully, to imple- 
ment a solid distribution arrangement In 
North America. 

DISTRIBUTION ROLE 

Alex Amor of Creative Equipment 
International, who has repeatedly tned to 
secure an agreement for dislnbution, says 
he is "anxiously awaiting the release of the 
Amiga Technologies line of machines m 
North America," It is unclear what role a 
distnbutor would play - it has been made 
clear by Amiga Technologies that they will 
not spend a dollar on North American mar- 
keting m 1995. and at the recent UK press 
and dealer conference they said they were 
interested In a 'partner' rather than a 'dis- 
tributor.' This could dramatically change 
the way the Amiga is presented to the 
market-when an agreement is reached. 

What truly drives the Amiga market isn't 
just the software developers or the dealers 
or the distributors. In fact, I daresay they're 
secondary Amiga users have stepped up 
where software developers, distributors, 
and dealers, until very recently, have been 
unwilling to tread, organising and holding 
Amiga shows to keep the dream alive and 
to retain active support for their machines, 
even if it means being a part of that 
support.

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Just over a month later, on the other side 
of Canada, Amiga Convention '95 kicked 
oft On paper the two shows don't look all 
that different. Dale Larson and Jason 
Complon booked as speakers. Wonder 
Computers to anchor the dealer floor. Two 
days, ending in a panel discussion. But just 
as every city has its own flavour, every 
Amiga show has its own lasting 
impressions. 

For one, AC '95 took a different approach to the off-tloor entertainment. While 
AmtJAM was very heavy on speeches and presentations, booking two different, 
rooms through most hours of the day, AC had onty one presentation room, which hadl 
demo, music, and graphics competitions in addition to the booked speakers. The 
organisers plan to make the winning entnes freely available on Aminet FTP. 

On the floor, the dealer presence was more noticeable, perhaps because they 
were cramped more closely together - a testament to the number that were booked. 
Dealers Oby's Amiga Computing Shop, GfxBase. and National Amiga were on hand 
with products to sell. Pre'Specl Technologies had their own display of products 
including the MultlFace II and IV cards, which they now manufacture on license from 
bsc, the original development company. AsimWare were on hand with their 
AsimCDFS CD-ROM filesystem, complete with CD32 emulation, which president 
Paul Reeves took delight in demonstrating by playing hours of Super Stardust CD32. 

While he did not man a dealer table for long, Hal Greenlee had flyers on hand and 
on display for the Micronik 4000 Tower, a custom Amiga 4000 tower system manu- 
factured in Germany with a special daughterboard offering expanded slots for the 
machine. As mentioned. Wonder Computers had a large display of software and 
hardware at their tables, including enhanced New Horizons software. Rick Sulpiza, 
distnbutor of the MacroSystem Germany product line in Canada, had the V-Lab 
Motion set up tor impressive displays of real-time non-linear editing. 
Unfortunately, he did not have the Draco 060-based Amiga-compatible 
non-linear editing computer with him. {See the exclusive review of thg 
Draco in this issue - ed.) 

Most dealers kept a cheery disposition as the 12-hour days) 
marched on. Oby's sold every copy of Gloom they brought (greatly | 
assisted by the fact that they had a two-player networked display set j 
up for attendees to play), and National Amiga covered the entire cost' 

of the tnp the first day. 

Dale Larson, who now makes his living as President of Intangible j 
Assets Manufacturing, gave his presentation on networking Amigas -aj 
logical choice, since his company produces Amiga Envoy 2.0 and the book 
Connect Your Amiga!, as well as publishing Dave Haynies Deathbed V.gi 
documentary and DiskSarv utility. 
Al Mackey of MegaBall fame gave a stunning art demonstration on Digital 
Creations' Brilliance paint program. I made the mistake ol leaving the room when a 
rough sketch was on the screen, and when I returned two minutes later, a futl-cotouf, 

cartoon drawing greeted me. 

My speech was a consolidated version of the two speeches on emulation I gave at 
AmUAM. The crowd indulged my strange desires to play old Commodore 64 games 
on Amiga screens. 

The panel discussion closed the event with Dale Larson, Peter Cherna (also late ol 
Commodore and now employed on PC development at Scala). Greg Scott, president 
ot National Amiga, and myself. Most of the audience's questions were aimed at the 
former Commodore folk, feeling out 
their theories for future develop- 
ment and the potential for the 
Amiga in the marketplace. 

Paid attendance was 
roughly thai ot the registered 
attendance at AmUAM. 
Those thai came had 
essentially the same 
questions and concerns 
as the first time around - 
when will we see new 
products? When will we be sup- 
ported? When will we be con- 
vinced that this isn't Commodore 
all ovor again?

Datachrome is meant to do exactly 
that. Once activated II will intercept any 
toad request, see if the file type being 
loaded is a supported datatype, and if it 
Is. Datachrome will convert the file lo a 
normal IFF version of lhat file which is 
what your program actually ends up 
loading 

In use this can cause problems. 
Firstly, you must make sure you remove 
the icon datatype from the 
Devs:Datatype drawer. Otherwise, 
when you open a window on 
Workbench, Datachrome will intercept 
•very icon file and convert it to an IFF 
lile. This is then passed to Workbench 
which, not surprisingly, gets very 
confused. 

INTERCEPTING 

Another side effect is that any pro- 
grams that use external graphics will 
cause Datachrome to intercept the load 
calls I' you are using a MUI application 
the can get a little annoying, especially 
as MUI already supports datatypes. 

The general side effecl is thai the 
Datachrome message requester pops 
up unexpectedly, which is both annoy- 
ing and slows the computer down 
somewhat. 

Installation of Datachrome is a 
breeze, thanks to the standard Amiga 
installer program, and the fact there are 
only four files to install. The main

This last point Is of particular use to hard 
drive users because you can save pre- 
cious memory by using the hard drive to 
store the converted file. 

In general use Datachrome work tine 
- programs like Final Writer, Dpamt and 
Brilliance all work perfectly with 
Datachrome. My main criticism Is the 
actual control program - It is far too 
basic. For starters, it should have been 
implemented as a commodity, allowing 
the usual hot keys to activate and deac- 
tivate Datachrome and to pop the GUI to 
the front. It would also be very handy if 
you could have a list ol datatypes to 
exclude from conversion, along with a 
list of programs Datachrome should 
ignore. 

Due to Ihe problems with Data- 
chrome intercepting all the load calls, it is 
not possible to leave it running in the 
background as it |ust tnterteres with other 
programs far too often. Datachrome does 
what it says it should do, the problem is.

What does lhat mean? I hear some of you cry. 
Well basically, why should every programmer, for 
evory program, have to write their own code to 
handle loading different file formats. Surely it 
would be far better if one person wrote the load 
routines and allowed any program to access Ihem 
Datatypes allow programmers to use a single 



interface to load any supported type of file format, 
some of which may or may not be known to the 
programmer now or in the future. 

The PNG datatype Is a prime example of this. 
Say a program was written last year that supported 
the loading of picture datatypes. That programmer 
could not have possibly known anything about the 
PNG datatype, as it didn't even exist. Yet with the 
release of the PNG datatype, their program can 
load PNG pictures just as easily as if they were 
IFFs.

Sure, you'll never be able to play AGA 
games, but is that really all you bought your 
graphics card for? Yes, you can buy an 
Emplnnt and run 256 colour Mac games on it. 
I do (get Maelstrom, by the way), but PC 
brldgeboards are a little thin on the ground at 
the moment. 

If you are currently still using Workbench 
2.x, which I assume you are because you say 
that you can't run 256 colour programs on 
your machine, then the best thing you can do 
is to immediately upgrade to Workbench 3.1 
as this will let you run a 256 colour 
Workbench on your machine. 

Finally, on a personal note. I think that the 
A3000 and A3000T were the best machines 
Commodore ever designed and they have a 
lot of advantages over A4000s, Including a 
built-in SCSI controller and more importantly, 
a flicker fixer so you can use your Amiga 
with any old VGA monitor and not have to 
worry about not being able to sync down to 
15kHz.

The A500 you 
have probably only has a % Mb of chip 
memory, and as you are running the 
games off the hard drive the amount 
of available chip memory is reduced, 
so It cannot get the required memory 
to run, 

One option is that you could fit a 
mega chip expansion board which 
would give you 2Mb of chip memory - 
very handy for using paint packages, 
but It does cost a £150, The other 
alternative is if you have a revision 6 
mother board.

L. fc Driver. As someone has kindly pointed out. you will need to copy the 
CDO DOS driver into your DEVS:DosDrlver drawer. Unfortunately, only 
AmlgaDOS 3.1 came with CD-ROM support, so only 3.1 owners will have a 
CDRom. handler and accompanying CDO OOS driver In their I: and 
DEVS:DosDrivers drawers. 

However, all Is not lost. What you need to get hold of is the AmiCDRom soft- 
ware. This will install the correct driver and handler software to allow you lo 
use your CD player. This is available on Fred Fish disks, so any decent PD 
house should be able to supply you with the right disk. 

The information displayed by the Install tools shows that the CD is connec- 
ted to the SCSI chain. You may still have problems using the CD as it stands 
because the CD data is repeated for every SCSI device entry. This can bo cured 
by fitting a SCSI terminator, which basically indicates that there are no more 
devices attached to the SCSI chain

ssembly language programmers 
frequently need to be able 10 write 
text messages back to a Shell win- 
dow. The good news at this point is that it is 
very easy to do and by making use ot a few 
well chosen macros, you can effectively get 
the assembler to write most of the code for 
you. This month's example is based on 
three macros. WRITEDOS, which sets up a 
DOS library Wnte() function call, and C ALL 
SYS and LINKLIB which (as regular read- 
ers will already know) are used to generate 
the library calling code 

A description of the Wntef) function has 
been provided in the accompanying boxout 
and you see that for delivering text mes- 
sages, this function needs to know the 
length of the text stnng. One way to work 
out the number of characters is to actually 
count them, but this approach is both 
tedious and error prone. A better way is to 
get the assembler to do the counting for you 
by placing an additional label at the end of 
the text, and then using the EOUate direc- 
tive to set it to a value based on the current 
assembler location counter value minus the 
start ot the onginal string like this: 



label, it's possible to create a macro that 
automatically forms the size label from the 
string name it is given. The WRITEDOS 
macro, shown in listing 1 . does exactly this 
and it therefore allows a programmer to 
create text display code simply by writing 
statements like:

he Amiga has been around for quite a while now and 
when it was released it only had two pieces ot software 
other than Workbench, one ot which was a paint package 
called Prism, the other a piece of music software that Debbie 
Harry sang along to at the launch ot the Amtga. 

The situation has changed somewhat over the last ten years, 
with a particular concentration in the arenas the Amiga started 
with, namely graphics and music. And of course, there's a lot of 
software out there that might not be familiar to you. especially if 
you are a relatively new Amiga owner So let's plunge straight into 
our categories and have a look at what's available. 



Graphical glory 



Let's start with the category that launched 
the Amiga - graphics. With a wide 
selection of paint packages at our disposal, 
we have always been well catered lor. 
We've got the Paints (D, P and TV) and 
Bnlliance. and we've got the know-how to 
use them. For a long time, the only choice 
that had to be made was whether you 
were going to buy DPaint or not do any 
graphics, but DPaint's thunder has been 
somewhat stolen over the past three or so 
years by two new contenders; Brilliance 
and Personal Paint. 

Personal Paint's start was somewhat 
shaky. It looked like a sub-standard DPaint 
clone and behaved like one in some 
respects loo. It still only offers painting in 
256 cotours on screen (no HAM or HAM8), 
but it does now have an animation system 
and many more features besides. 

Some of the more interesting ones 
include a virtual memory system tor manip- 
ulating bitmaps larger than your memory 
would normally be able to hold, and the 
ability to produce both Random Dot 
Stereograms and Single Image 
Stereograms relatively painlessly (until you 
have to look at them, of course). It also has 
both whole-image and brush-based image 
processing functions, so you can paint 
over an area to make it embossed, (or 
instance, which, while somewhat slow, 
adds a whole new set ol tools for creativity. 

Personal Paint is full of innovations and, 
unlike DPaint and Brilliance, is still in 
development, so it can only get better. It is 
also the only native paint package that 
properly supports graphics cards. Brilliance 
is also an innovative package geared 
towards the artist rather than the computer 
fiend, it has superb tools tor animation and 
an interesting, if somewhat unfamiliar - to 
afticionados of the DPaint/PPaint layout - 
interlace.

Brilliance actually consists ol two paint 
packages, one for normal register paint, 
and a version for use under HAM which 
saves out 24-brt files. DPaint is still going 
great guns, especially since it now comes 
with a macro recorder and an enhanced 
move requester, but it still seems pretty 
slow and it's not going to gel any faster. 

There is one other dedicated paint 
package available for the Amiga, but you 
need to have a pretty stonking machine to 
take advantage of it. The title in question 
is TVPaint which now supports layering 
effects like Photoshop (although it is limit- 
ed to only three layers) and improved 
speed and fluidity In its painting tools. 
However, as I already said, you are going 
to need a fat wallet to get it. Not only does 
it cost somewhere in the region of £400 



for the software, you really need at 
14Mb RAM and a last graphics card 
use it. Having said that, it is (he only ore] 
of the packages I have mentioned ina 
supports pressure-sensitive graphic 
tablets properly.

Of course, if you want total con- 
trol over your page layout, you will almost 
certainly want to go for PageStream 3. This 
is a fully-blown, almost -professional DTP 
package. I say almost professional 
because there are certain features lhal 
remain to be implemented including, 
perhaps most importantly, the ability to 
produce colour separated documents. 
Withoul this ability you will be limited to 
either working In greyscale or printing on 
your own colour prinler. 

You could, alternatively, go for a copy of 
ProPage. now resurrected by LH 
Publishing who are able to offer il for 
£49.95. However, this doesn't alter the fad 
that Ihe product is no longer in develop- 
ment. 

On the database front there hasn't really 
been anything lo match Superbase's domi- 
nation of the market, but with now databas- 
es from HiSoft (Twist2), Softwood (Final 
Data), and Digila (DalaStore), perhaps 
there will be a new brand leader. However, 
none of Ihe databases I have mentioned 
seem to have Ihe depth presented by 
Superbase Professional 

When it comes lo spreadsheets, the 
Amiga is even less well served, with only 
TurboCalc really in Ihe running, although 
there is a new title on ihe horizon with 
Softwood's Final Calc.

(now Elastic Reality) is working on products lor pret- 
ty much any platform other than the Amiga. But it's 
not a great loss as the last version ol ADPro was 
distinctly disappointing and we have some superb 
new packages to play with. 

First up Is ImageF/X which has gone from 
strength to strength since its inception as GVP's in- 
house image processor. ImageF/X now supports 
24-bit preview screens if you are lucky enough to be 
running the CybergraphX software, and its range ol 
features and file formats thai are supported has 
grown apace. However, the real star of this year has

The Amiga was producing high-quality 
ray traced images before the majority ol 
PC owners even knew what ray tracing 
was Wilh a long pedigree. Lightwave is 
probably the best-known 3D package lor 
the Amiga now. but you shouldn't torgel 
the brilliant contribution made by 
Imagine to the Amiga's standing in the 
3D arena. 

There are also unknown quantities in 
the form o' Maxon Cinema 4D and 
Reflections, two German ray tracers ol 
repute, bolh ol which will be released 
over here. Lightwave is Ihe one to go for 
for ease of use and add-on utilities. You 
can get utilities that generate explosions, 
gravity, hair, Hocking behaviour, target 
tracking, and so on and so on. 

There is another 3D package that 
doesn't seem to get as much press as the 
other two. namely Real 3D. The older 
versions were quite simple to use. but 
with the introduction of Real 3D v2. Real 
became a lot more complex. Real3D is 
now ideally suited to people who wish to 
simulate physical experiments as you can 
assign gravity effects, collision detection, 
elasticity and other physical properties to 
Ihe objects in your scenes. 

With Real 3D it is even possible to go 
bowling and see Ihe results, albeit a lot 
more slowly than you would if you just 
went down to your local bowling alley. 
As with any processor-intensive soft- 
ware package, you will find yoursell 
growing old il you are waiting lor your 
pictures to render on a 68000 machine, 
so make sure you have plenty ol RAM 
and processor power before you go and 
lash oul on one ol these packages.

There are always some things that cannot 
be pigeonholed bul shouldn't be forgotten 
because that is the case. It's the same 
story with Amiga software. There are cer- 
tain titles, like Distanl Suns, that fit uneasily 
into categories like educational. It's as 
close a fit as we are likely to get, but why 
categorise them at all? So here's my 
(admittedly limited) selection ol misfit bits 
ol software that are just lo good not to 
mention. 

First up might as well be Distant Suns. 
Mike Smithwick's superb bit ol astronomi- 
cal software should be in anyone who 
even has the vaguest interest in the night 
sky's software collection. You can spend 
hours trawling around the ephemeris. 
tracking comets and planets, finding out 
more information on star systems, looking 
al close up pictures ol the moon - it's 
almost like having 'The Sky al Night* on 
your Amiga. 

And that really sad link brings me onto 
our next selection, pop pickers - Airlink. 
Airtink is one of those products that you 
might never hear about, but would come in 
really handy for you. You might have diffi- 
culty getting a copy of it now that you do 
know about it, but you should be able to al 
least try the number at the bottom ol Ihis 
section if you are interested. 

So what does it do? Basically speaking, 
using Airlink, you can control any infrared 
device within range of your Amiga. Airlink 



is specifically aimed at DTV people wfl 
want to control their VCRs from til 
Workbench screen and consists ol a srm 
box at the end ol a cable which plugs rl 
your second mouse port. 

You can recreate your video's remol 
control on the screen using DPaint an 
then make areas on the brush 'hot' so Hi 
they act as burtons whose lunctions a 
set within AirtJnk's interface. It's a real 
simple system and one that wort 
extremely well. 

My third and final treat is a piece' 
software that is vanously described as 
programmer's tool, which is true! 
programs like ProConlrol and Fibi 
Factory have been written using it — an 
as a multimedia package, which is all 
true since several POI systems have baf 
created using it. It's bolh. It's CanDo,| 
program with a six-year pedigree, and; 
have used it to create my AmiTCPHelaj 
program and a couple of front-ends H 
slide show-type affairs.

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he problem with mosl Amiga 
graphics tablets is one of sensi- 
tivity. In the past, Amiga tablets 
jve offered the ergonomics of a pen, 
that's about it. Fortunately Wacom, a 
any renowned lor graphics tablets 
both PC and Mac, also support (he 
iga via TVPaint and Shareware 
or Roland Schwingel. 
Although sensitivity isn't an option on 
Workbench - as there's no need outside 
specific applications - you can still 
replace the mouse with the cordless pen 
md tablet for general Amiga interaction. 
Once installed in the WB-Startup 
wer. the pen and tablet kick in on 
•up allowing all the normal click, 
select, drag and drop options associated 
»ilh the traditional Amiga mouse. 
However, this doesn't mean you sacri- 
fice the trusty rodent, because both 
devices work happily in tandem, with the 
tablet attached to the serial port rather 
than Ihe mouse port. And because the 
control software operates on a system 
level, you're tree to apply the tablet's 
srgonomic talent6 with any application 
choose, regardless ol whether it 
rs direct support. 
Obviously, if the software doesn't 
offer pressure sensitive support you are 
ited to basic on/oft application, but 
even so there's still an appreciable ben- 
efit within a number ot applications in 
addition to just paint programs 
Freehand sketching and general use 
wilhin 3D applications, structured draw- 
t\g software. In short, any program that 
can benelit from the subtlety a pen can 
provide. 

Another ma|or plus for the Wacom, as 
opposed to many other Amiga tablets, is 
Rs extremely economical use of CPU 
lime. All too often, tablets attached to 
the serial port eat up a disproportionate 
amount ot processor time and therefore 
dramatically reduce the overall 
performance ol the machine. 

Set-up and installation of the Wacom 
Is extremely simple courtesy of Ihe 
Wacom control commodity, which as

line. At this point the nib reacts 
as Ihe left mouse button, with a 
double push opening drawers 
or applications, while a single 
push and hold will select and 
drag.

PRESSURE SENSITIVE 

Once inside the software you're 
automatically in tablet mode, although, 
like Workbench, your mouse Is still 
active if the need arises. Although not 
obvious at first, pressure sensitivity 
affects every application ot paint to 
canvas. Using the airbrush pressure 
translates into the density ol paint, while 
a normal pen's footprint grows 
and shrinks as you apply the pressure. 
Even cut brushes benefit from Ihe pen 
as the pressure applied Iranslates into 
the transparency of the stamped brush. 
You also have complete control over the 
way Ihe pressure translates to Ihe 
canvas.

Too often, files on disc archives are lumped wilty nilly 
Into huge, unstructured directories, and this package could 
help users begin to make sense of them. 

Of course, any major overhaul of a disc's organisation 
could be almost as laborious as compiling a new archive 
yourself, but even a few changes can make useful material 
more easily accessible. 

CD-Write would more accurately be named CD Spring 
Cleaner, and the price is rather high considering its uses are 
mainly cosmetic. Nevertheless, it's a must tor the Amiga 
user with a large cupboard of poorly compiled CDs.

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who get paid to mess around with com- 
puter games all day. so that the devel- 
opers know they're delivering the 
goods the consumers want. 

Most companies will take school 
leavers tor this position, and the stan- 
dard salary is around £6000 - which 
isn't bad, considering. However, In 
addition to game playing skills and 
knowledge, it's important that appli- 
cants can demonstrate the ability to 
report usefully on playability problems. 

Those who imagine it's a dream job 
should bear in mind that looking at a 
screen for eight hours a day replaying 
the same game can be rather wearing, 
as any of our reviewers will tell you. 
The job can, however, open doors. 

"I know ol many people who started 
in this role and moved on within the 
company to higher roles," said Glen 
O'Connel of Sony Electronic Publishing 
(formerly Psygnosis). "Our company, 
and the industry as a whole, is usually 
very good to people once they're 
onboard in the first place." 

IN DEMAND 

Higher up the ladder, creative souls 
are just as in demand as computer sci- 
ence graduates. 2D and 3D artists are 
required both for in-game graphics and 
packaging design, and companies like 
Team 17 say artists are always wel- 
come to submit examples of their work. 
What's more, the Amiga is still widely 
respected as an artists computer, and 
adverts in the trade paper still ask for 
Amiga-based experience. 

Creative writers are already used for 
many projects, not just for knocking up 
story lines and game-related novellas, 
but also for providing scripts integral to 
the software. With the advent of inter- 
active movies, this role is going to 
become increasingly important. 

In contrast to the artistic roles which 
were in demand from early on in the 
history of game design, the number of 
musicians making a career In the 
industry have been few and far 
between. This form of entertainment 
has traditionally focused solely on mak- 
ing a visual impact, and after months 
spent designing ground-breaking 
graphics, most titles used to have 



The offices may be plusher, the expense account may 
be larger, but the increasingly corporate atmosphere 
that exists in some of the bigger publishing companies 
won't suit everybody. Making a game with a huge 
team of programmers, artists, musicians and writers 
has its advantages, but some view it as creation by 
committee. Indeed, some of the mediocre efforts that 
have been produced by this method show how great 
the pitfalls are. 

Programmers that don't want to make too many 
compromises ought to consider approaching smaller, 
more independent developers Sensible Software 
have had phenomenal success with their arcade sport 
games, but the atmosphere at their base in Saffron 
Waldon, Essex, has greater similarities with student 
digs than the traditional office set up. 

The casual way in which these people work, how- 
ever, should not deceive you into thinking it's an easy 
life. The hours may not be rigid, but flexibility at com- 
panies like Sensible is counterbalanced by the fact 
that programmers are often working well into the night 



as project deadlines approach. Even more dedi 
will be required if you want to develop games for 1 
Amiga market in its current transitory state. With all 
the small companies putting their Amiga plans on 
until the outcome of Escom's relaunch plans bee 
clearer, your best option may be to go it your own 

Vulcan Software, makers of the highly succes 
Valhalla adventures and the Timekeepers mini-ser 
did just that. Possibly the smallest self-contained oi 
in games development, this Portsmouth-based cor 
ny is composed of just two people, Lisa Tunnah 
Paul Carrmgton. 

Between them they do everything from ptogr* 
ming to writing storylines and making cups of tea - 1 
fact, they even do their own accounts. Recour 
tales of nightmare 20-hour working days. Lisa coni- 
es that she's had doubts as to whether it's worth ■ 
can see the advantages ol doing things the corpor 
way," she commented.

Once again this is changing. 
Multimedia, the Japanese console 
rivalry and home cinema, is making 
game designers realise that impressive 
in-game sound is vita) if future games 
are going to grab the consumer's atten- 
tion. Developments like O-Sound, a 
surround sound system for computer 
games, show the way the trend is 
heading, and companies like Sony 
Electronic Publishing already have a 
team of in-house, full time musicians. 

With games being produced by 
teams of programmers, artists, writers 
and musicians, il seems the larger 
game companies are attempting to 
adopt Hollywood-like production val- 
ues. And like in any film production, 
someone has to bring all these 
resources together to get a satisfactory 
end result. In computer entertainment, 
this is the job of the producers. 

Bearing similarities with the roles of 
director and producer in a film, the 
game producer manages the develop- 
ment team of a software project. It's 
their responsibility to decide what goes 
into a game and what changes have to 
be made, but they also need technical 
understanding with regards to what can 
and can't be done. It's also down to 
them to ensure deadlines are met and 
milestones are set. 

As Team 17's Alan Bunker 
explained, it's a job that requires a deli- 
cate approach sometimes. "At the end 
of the day we like to leave program- 
mers and graphic artists to be cre- 
ative," he said. "But someone has to be 
there to sort out the ideas and encour- 
age the team in the right direction." 

With it being the highest role in 
development, the producers job is the 
ultimate career goal for many game 
programmers and designers. It's clearly 
not a |ob you can just walk into, howev-

Regardless of the quality ot Ihelj 
product, every game company needs 
someone to shout about it, and this id 
where the PR people come m Public 
relations doesn't require program] 
ming knowledge or artistic talent, but 
its practitioners do need the gift of 
the gab combined with a serious 
enthusiasm for games. 

The job basically entails ensurina 
that games get plenty ol magazm* 
coverage, not just in reviews but also 
in previews and work-in progress 
sessions. This obviously involves 
spending lots of time communicating 
with the press and keeping on good 
terms with the publishers. It's the PR 
persons job to otter cover deals or 
help with other features, but mainly 
with the idea of giving the company 
and Its products as positive and high 
a profile as possible. 

Lisa Humphries, a PR representa- 
tive for the past year with 
Microprose. tells how it's one of the 
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They did It their way - this is the staff ol Vulcan software 

noi, it's profitable and, according to Lisa, they love 
doing it. Questioned on the advantages of running 
your own business, she explains: '"We do have a lot of 
control, and we're perfectionists. We've tried working 
lor other people and we just didn't like It" 
Vulcan are currently taking advantage ol the fact 



that a huge installed user base is crying out for new 
Amiga games that are not forthcoming from the high 
profile companies. 

This has opened the door for independent develop- 
ers to show their talents, provided they adapt to the 
difficulties that face the current Amiga market. Thus, 
Vulcan have successfully overcome the lack of retail 
outlets for Amiga titles by shifting entirely to a direct 
mail order service. 

Starting up is not as difficult as It may seem. "We 
were really Into the Idea," Lisa commented, "and 
managed to convince the bank manager it was worth 
investing in. You've just got to be Imaginative and 
committed.* 

So if there's a ground-breaking game you know you 
can produce, but no-one's prepared to publish it, then 
setting up business yourself may be worth consider- 
ing, A visit to your local Cilizen's Advice Bureau will 
put you m touch with government enterprise schemes 
and other support services that will help you assess 
you chances.

Offer a 
unique skill. And, above all. show 
enthusiasm.'

ence. "I was working in retail at WH 
Smiths." she explained. "I was selling 
music and games, so I had a rough 
idea ol what was going on, but not a 
particularly extensive one." 

Writing speculative letters and 
sending CVs, however, got her a job 
with Microprose which she says is 
fun. despite being demanding 
However, an outward going personal- 
ity is a pre-requisite. "You definitely 
can't be a wall-flower." she points 
out. 

PR can lead to jobs within games 
sales and marketing, and hence ulti- 
mately onto the jobs at the top of the 
entertainment software industry. In 
comparison to the totally casual 
atmosphere of the development 
team, where heavy metal t-shirts, 
jeans and trainers are not an uncom- 
mon sight, most companies require 
more business-like presentation from 
its PR and marketing team. 



Do - your home work. Take your game 
knowledge seriously, as all companies 
will want you to demonstrate enthusi- 
asm, understanding and originality of 
ideas. 

Don't - repeatedly phone companies 
unless it's the last resort. Most publish- 
ers and developers are still too small 
to have a personnel manager, so 
you're likely to start irritating the wrong 
person. Most companies prefer written 
applications. 

Do - make the most of any applicable 
experience you may have. Work experi- 
ence, submitted programs or articles, 
and skills developed in other lines of 
work can all make a difference. 

Don't - imagine the fact you're a game 
playing ace means a lot. Unless you 
want to be a playtester, that is. 

Do - remember that many jobs in the 
computer industry require good commu- 
nication skills. In such 
cases, anoraks need 
not apply. 

Don'l - take the 
industry too lightly. 
These people are seri- 
ous about making 
games, and they'll 
expect you to present 
yourself in a similar 
manner. 

Do - make speculative approaches 
The general public won't see many 
of the adverts in Ihe trade press, so 
make sure you keep your ear to the 
ground 



Don't - be discouraged by the industry's 
boyish image if you're female. There are 
hundreds of women already employed 
by game companies.

audiogenic are not especially known for 
their contributions to the platform 
genre, being more sports-like - espe- 
cially with releases like Graham 
Gooch's Cricket and Wembley 
international Soccer, and soon to be Imran Kahn's 
Cricket all appearing, not to mention a number of 
other successful games. 

Audiogenic are certainly not letting themselves 
slide down that pit where other companies have 
recently been disappearing to - although, one of 
their latest products. Bubble and Squeak 2, Is on 
hoW. 

However, one title is certain to go ahead, and it 
goes by the name of Odyssey - a platform game 
which has quietly possessed many morphing 
capabilities. It's a side-on platform game which 
could deliver a different perspective to the already 
mountains of usual platformers out there. Let's see. 

The idea behind Odyssey Is to collect various 
crystals from several different islands to complete 
the game. On the way through, you'll encounter a 
number of creatures trying to prevent you from 
doing so. With a large number of perplexing puz- 
zles that must be solved to access other areas. 
Odyssey is looking a tot like a puzzling platformer - 
like Delphine Software's Flashback. 

During your quest you will encounter a number 
of various monsters such as vultures, and an army 
of small people armed with huge swords which you 
must overcome to collect the crystals 'and pro- 
ceed further. You must fight them while losing as lit- 
tle energy as possible, although what makes 
Odyssey good to play is the fact that when you do 




lose a serious amount of energy, you don't have to 
trundle around over-cautlously. Instead, stand™ 
still for a good 1 0 seconds will get your breath bad 
- replenishing your energy and helping you gal 
post the tncVy parts. 

One of the hardest parts of Odyssey is negotiat- 
ing the bigger rocks. You can take a swipe at them 



Morphing mania 



When you acquire the morphing power. It Is 
possible to morph Into a number of objects. 
For Instance, you can morph into a rock to 
smash smaller rocks by falling from a great 
height and then rolling through tiny gaps This 
is essential for reaching the keys which wHI 
open the doors to the crystals. 

You can also morph into a bird and fly high 
above the lower platforms which you would- 
n't be able to reach if you were using the hero 
without the special morphing powers The last 
morph Is a grasshopper, which obviously 
allows you to jump great distances to reach 
hidden platforms you normally wouldn't have 
seen 

The morphing characteristic adds a lot to 
the originality of Odyssey, making It something 
different from the bog-standard type of plat- 
form game around today. The idea of using 
different characters to solve different puzzles 
adds a lot to the depth and challenge 
tremendously.

Described as a simulation 
of a simulator, it allows the player to practice the 
procedures needed to land a plane at one of 
Europe's 58 most important airports. 

The first thing you need to know is that although 
it is a supplement to Airbus A320. you don't need 
the- previous game to play it and the trainer pro- 
gram does not assume that you are familiar with the 
series. So if you've never played before don't worry 
- you can learn from scratch (and have to read all 
the manual - Joy!). 

Starting with the training mode you are given 
electronic aids to help get through the procedures 
step by step, and as you progress you can turn off 
each feature one by one. You can also choose the 
airport, the weather, and whether you tackle a long 
or short approach. It is also possible to alternate 
between day and night flights.

Turbo Trax 
has finally arrived - in Ferrari-like 
fashion too. 

Kompart. responsible for the obundance of 
Amiga releases during these last few months, are 
adding to their alreody well-developed collection 
a challenger for the likes of Overdrive and 
Roadkill. These two weren't particularly successful 
compared to the likes of the late *80's Nltro. This 
was one of the few top-down racing games that 
packed pure challenge and action, The Idea was 
to race against a series of opponents in various 
cars. A whole host of tracks were Included making 
this one of the most pleasing and satisfying games 
of all time. 

During the early •90s, Supercars was introduced 
on the Atari format, later making its way across to 
the Amiga. This was viewed top-down just like 
Nitro. but where Nitro failed in terms of variety. 
Supercars filled the spot almost too perfectly. 
Featuring an option to buy more cars and 
progress onto later tracks, Supercars' success was 
inevitable. What made Supercars incredibly popu- 
lar was the fact It offered a different perspective. 
The idea of layered tracks was welcomed with 
open arms by games players everywhere. 

After the recent releases of Roadkill and 
Overdrive, Turbo Trax is the latest top-down racing 
game. After being in the pre-production phase for 
months, will It finally pass its driving test? 

There are three modes of play - Arcade, Time 
Trials, and Practice. The arcade mode is basically 
to beat five other computer opponents to cross 
the line first, picking up some cash to spend on 
your car to increase its handling and power. After 
you complete a race, you are given a number of 
items to buy to increase your car's capabilities. 
You can buy five types of engine, steering wheel, 
fuel and tyres. The better the component the 
more expensive it'll be. 

In the arcade mode, the computer opponents 
are especially hard and the car in pole position 
always seems to be half way round the course 
before you've even turned the first corner. It'll take 
an enormous amount of practice to enable you to 
come first, or even second.

Although every car featured in Turbo Trax is 
extremely high Dowered, you wouldn't really 
expect the type of acceleration you are pre- 
sented with.

Most games seem as 
If fhey are controlled In first gear all the time, 
and a high pitched roaring noise becomes 
extremely annoying.

of car which race on their own respective cir- 
cuit. For instance, you won't find a Formula One 
tuned car racing on a dirt track, There are auite 
a few different styles of tracks, with around 
seven or eight mapped out differently There are 
street, snow. dirt, and racing tracks which 
require various types of handling because of the 
conditions.

Obviously, if the next 
track to race is a slippery ice track, the idea is to 
spend money on handling and grip by purchas- 
ing the steering wheel and tyres There is little 
point In purchasing a high-powered engine 
because you'll spend most of the time going far 
too fast and spinning out of control. You have to 
master the car-set-up screen before attempting 
a race or you will undoubtedly come nowhere. 

The car sprites for top-down racing games 
are basically of a standard appearance. They 
are kept very simple because they have to be 
manipulated at every angle to make them 
smooth and fluent Turbo Trax's sprites are sim- 
ple, yet they work very effectively There is no 
animation on the cars ttiemselves because that 
would simply complicate the speed and defini- 
tion, 

The tracks and backgrounds are good, mak- 
ing It pleasurable to play as well as being easy 
on the eye. There are different kinds of scenery 
to add enough variety to keep you playing for a 
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off the side of the track, the possibility of getting 
yourself going within seconds is very remote - as 
moving up to sixth gear seems to take a life i 
time 

Although there Is a variety of cars, there isn't 1 
any actual difference between them. For 
instance, you'd expect a formula one car to! 
have a higher speed than an off-road truck. 

You are also given a damage bar. This will 
inform you of how much damage your car has 
taken and how much It will take. If you happen 
to exceed this amount, you'll be thrusted back 
at the beginning again. You can damage your 
car in a number of ways, although trying to 
overtake Is possibly the worst, so I suggest you 
try to avoid It - although not at pedestrian 
crossings. That always seems to Inject a little 
excitement.

covering a different part of the game. Not 
being a nuclear/war/strategy fan I wasn't 
really looking forward to ploughing through 
menu after menu Just looking for a way to fire 
some weapons. However, after loading It up I 
was quite impressed with the depth within Bravo j 
Delta Romeo. 

There's no doubt that the game was written 
by someone who has researched each part, 
studying it in great detail. They quite obviously 
know what they're talking about and seem to I 
have achieved the right blend of strategy and 
tactics. The notorious problem that can occur! 
with these strategy games Is the fact that the : 
programmer includes all sorts of nonsense that 
cannot be understood. Bravo Romeo Delta 
includes a manual that explains every part of i 
the game After a few minutes, you'll pick up all 
the strategy Jargon and soon be processing 
attack waves. 

I can fully understand if people turn their 1 
noses up at Bravo Romeo Delta - it's certainly : 
not the most popular genre but it does appeal 
to a minority group which should be catered 
for. 

Having said that, even the small minority may 
not be able to put up with the untidy and 
appalling graphics that are very difficult to see. 
Even the icons located on the left side of the 
screen are very blurred and have no graphical 
picture attached. You will have to check the 
manual a few times just to recap on which icon 
does what. 

In terms of war and strategy, there are 
no other games that immediately spring to 
mind, so I think it's quite safe to say that Bravo 
Romeo Delta Is the best of Its genre - 
despite the odd graphical glitches here 
and there. 



Subversion 
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ou are commander of the subma- 
rine 'Nautilus' and your mission 
objectives are to locate all enemy 
within the area and destroy them. 
Subversion is the second release by 
Guildhall Leisure Introducing the war/strategy 
'approach, and is only slightly more arcadey 
than Bravo Romeo Delta. You are given a huge 
jbattiefield play area In the middle of the 
screen, and all the options are located around 
the edge of the screen. These range from firing 
torpedos to checking your status and looking 
for other subs in the vicinity, 

The game Is basically self-explanatory and a 
huge session with the manual isn't really 
required. All the menus and options are located 
at the top of the screen, making it very user- 
friendly, The only annoying factor that is bun- 
dled with the package Is the code protection 
.wheel. A series of numbers are presented to you 
and you must find the corresponding letters and 
ten them with some more numbers on the 
»rse side. It would have been okay, but It 
ikes a while before you finally work it out - 
jecially with a case sensitive code wheel. 
The main display in the centre of the screen 
lisplays areas of combat and locations of 
imy ships, land and subs. Not only do you 
ive to destroy enemy ships, but avoiding and 
stroylng mines Is pretty much a secondary 
ilssion objective. 
The graphics are fairly simple, but there's 
more than enough depth and tactical game- 
play - in fact. Subversion does become repeti- 
tive and boring after a while, because you hap- 
pen to stumble upon the same attacks over

and over again. 

If you want a good, serious submarine simu- 
lation then I suggest you check out Sub War 
2050. It has the same amount of tactics and 
gameplay as Subversion but the graphics stand 
out so much further.

As it stands, Subversion Is an Innovative Idea 
with plenty of challenge to keep you going 
quite a while. If you can put up with the 
appalling graphics and the small minor gripe 
about the code wheel, then I can rec- 
ommend Subversion only to submarine 
admirers.

HTM are a new company to the Amiga 
market and unfortunately their first 
game. Touring Car Challenge, left a 
btack mark against their name, receiv- 
ing pitiful review scores. However, their 
forthcoming release. Virtual Karting. looks likely to 
redeem their reputation and unlike most of 
today's rather predictable race-'em-ups. this title 
takes the form of a Go-Kart racing game. 

Virtual Karting is fully texture mapped and aims 
for this latest 'virtual' style. Two views are available 
- a 2D overhead angle where you can zoom in or 
out, or a 'behind the kart' 3D angle. Both work 
pretty well so far and the 3D angle gives a good 
impression of speed, whereas the 2D overhead 
gives more of a tactical style of game. 

There are three tracks available, one Is the sim- 
ple figure of eight style, another a taxing windy 
track, and the last one is for the experts only 
because as well as hairpin bends and sharp cor- 
ners, you are in danger of falling 
into the water surrounding most of 
the track. Overall, three tracks do 
sound quite limiting, but OTM are 
promising update disks at a later 
date. Another limitation could be 
that it doesn't have a two-player head-to-head 
mode but even so. It still seems like a fun game 
that looks original. 

The gameplay feels very responsive at this 
stage and Is easy to control. Game speed 
depends on your machine, and with a standard 
A1200 you can expect 25 frames per second. 
However, with an accelerator you can double this 
to 50 frames per second. 

Sound effects are also fairly realistic and are 
close to the real thing, and a quite acceptable 
Intro tune gives quite a polished feel. What also 
looks nice is a Fly-by' helicopter preview of the 
tracks. 

Control of the game is either by digital joystick, 
mouse, or analog joystick. The player can also 
choose whether to race in a lOOcc kart or 125cc, 
and manual or automatic gears are also 
user-definabte. 

Unfortunately, the screenshots don't do the 
preview much justice. Due to the graphics mode 
they don't grab all that well, but they'll give you 
some sort of an idea anyway The game is AGA 
only and is due for release this month.

Ince the success of Geoff Crammond's 
Formula One Grand Prix, Amiga owners 
have been crying out for a sequel, 
Unfortunately, it was announced it will 
only be developed exclusively for the 
PC. Now. a company willing to take on the chal- 
lenge of creating a similar version are Kellion 
Software - a new company whose debut game Is 
looking mightily impressive. 

Leading Lap has been in development since 
December of last year. Almost 12 months have 
passed and hopefully they will have studied the 
competition and plan to try and attract the 
Christmas crowds as well as having the premium 
arcade racing game, stealing the crown from 
MicroProse. 

You can see from the screenshots that Leading 
Lap looks like a jigsaw - put together by pieces of 
other racing games. Formula One Grand Prix, 
Hard Drivin' and Sega's arcade. Virtue Racing, all 
seem to make some kind of appearance, 
graphically 

However, the plot behind Leading Lap strays 
from these three. The idea Is 10 race around many 
different European countries and gather enough 
points to top a league containing five other dri- 
vers. The drivers will have their own particular per- 
sonalities and characteristics so obviously. There 
will be many budding computer-like Michael 
Schumachers out there. 

There will be three areas to race around, 
namely the racing, country and city tracks, as well 
as three different cars - formula one. rally and 
endurance - and each one is graphically different 
from the previous. 

The polygon graphics are looking particularly 
spectacular, and there Is an option to change the 
detail from trees and bridges to large buildings. 



Final word 



Another surprising aspect Is the speed. It is 
probably one of the fastest games I have wit- 
nessed In this genre. Usually, to make a racing 
game fast the graphics are often sacrificed. 
Leading Lap contains high detailed back- 
ground screens, while stilt managing to keep 
the speed at a realistic rate. 

There are still a few tweaks that need to be 
made here and there, but so far, Kellion 
Software could present an offer that 
MicroProse Formula One Grand Prix fanatics 
just can't refuse.

Mernaovely, if you 
have the assign made in your user-startup script, you 
can always remove it from there and then reboot 
Assigns aren't usually too problematic to get nd of, but 
there are other items that might chew up memory that 
you would do well to sort out 

The most important of these is undoubtedly your 
ENVARC directory. Numerous programs use ENV to 
store settings and preferences, programs that you 
might no longer use The only way to make sure you

aren't wasting valuable system resources is to trawl 
through ENVARC periodically to check for offending 
items 

If you are using a file manager like DOpus or 
Diskmaster you can easily get to envarc. by bringing up 
an assigns list. If you don t have a suitable file 
management program, you can do the same stuff by 
opening a shell window and cd'ing to ENVARC:. If shell 
frightens you. then the last method of getting there is 
to go into your prefs drawers on your boot.disk (usually 
called DHO, HDO. or Workbench I and have a look for 
a drawer called env-archive. This probably won t have 
an icon so you'll need to show all files from the 
Window menu on Workbench first. 

Anyway, by whatever method you reach it you 
should eventually find yourself within the ENVARC: 
drawer The only files that are really important in 
ENVARC: are contained within the sys drawer, but that 
doesn't mean you can go deleting all the other files 
willy nilly. The files m the Sys drawer are all your 



Workbench preference settings, like the font your 
Workbench screen uses. Its resolution, number of 
colours, etc. 

This is very useful to know il you make a mistake and 
save something in Prefs that you can't use - for 
instance a DBLPAL screenmode on a I0B4 monitor. If 
you have done that then the best you can hope for Is a 
biack screen, but you might damage your monitor. The 
thing to do is to boot without a startup-sequence and 
cd to sys:prefs/env-archive/sys and delete the file 
screenmode.prefs. Then you can happily reboot once 
more, safe in the knowledge that your Workbench will 
boot in four colours on a PAL Hi-res screen which will 
be happily displayed on your 1084 

Sometimes the preferences stores in ENVARC. are 
he'd within their own drawers inside ENVARC. - this 
makes it really easy to see what you are doing. If this 
isn't the case, you can afways move the questionable 
files elsewhere and reboot to see if the files are 
required by any of the programs currently running on 
your machine 

Obviously, you will need to run the programs you 
have on your drive to be able to check whether the 
files you have moved are needed.

and asked if I could produce 
»me cover artwork 'or his upcoming CD- 
ROM release. I agreed and he sent me some 
jKetches of what he thought would be mce. I 
played around with ihe concepts he gave 
me and decided that lightwave would 
probably prove the best solution lor the 
buildng blocks of the final image 

The Initial text Phase I was the first thing 
to deal with UghtWave actually provides 
good facilities tor converting PostScnpt type I 
typefaces into 3D objects, albeit not quite as 
nice as Imagre's for a change, so rather 
than having to bu*l the text from scratch I 
simply loaded the appropriate font Uuprter 
(mm the Satan Fonts collection thai EMC 
seftl and extruded it 

I deoded to bevel the text as it looked a 
M bland and flat At this point I checked 
with Errol to see what he wanted in terms ol 
■MUTtng for the text, and surprisingly, he 
went for my first choice wnich I had merely 
selected for a test render Ail this was was a 
slightly glossy red for the front the sample 
texture Bumpy Chrome with the bump map 
removed for the bevel, and the sample 
texture Gradtent for the sides of the letters 

I did several test renders of the text at 
different angles, but decided fl still looked 
too flat, so I changed the local length of the 
lens to distort the end result a txt more: Errol 
oVJn t like the jaunty angle I first put the text 
at so we settled on the flat front but lipped 



Things to 
note 



Looking back at the image l produced, 
there are certainly some things I would 
try if I had had the time (and might 
attempt for Phase 2, 3, etc if Enol lets 
me). Firstly, I probably wouldn't make 
the cover a space theme again. 
Everybody uses the same sort of 
imagery, and lens flares are getting so 
clichc-d these days. The second thing is 
that I might have relied more on 
Photoshop to speed up the rendering 
process Motion blurs, lens flares and 
lighting effects are all easy to achieve in 
Photoshop and take a lot less time than 
the effect; rendered by UghtWave. 

Having said that, I wasn ( overly 
hampered by a deadline for this 
commission, so I didn't need to save 
time Lastly, it pays to try and extend 
your software collection. Had I only 
been able to use Lightwave and ADPro 
for this cover image it would have been 
a lot more bland than it currently is.

For the background, which was rendered 
separately. I set up a scene using the random 
stars object which comes with UghtWave. a 
pair of lights (one to provide a fiH. the second 
for the lens flare) and some objects These 
objects were based upon the content of the 
CDflOM and consisted of several pictures 
and objects made from fonts 

RATIOS (HID EFFECTS 

To retain the aspect ratio of the pictures, I 
made their object the same size In 
centimetres as the pictures were in puds. I 
distorted the lens lor the camera once more, 
although not to the same extent I had used 
for the text and shifted the camera back a 
bit To get the stretched out star effect I 
turned on particle blur and gave it a high 
percentage, then I jumped to frame five and 
moved the camera back towards the centre 
of the scene At the same time I brought ihe 
text and picture objecn out from the centre 
to see if morion blur would look nice 
unfortunately, motion blur looked anything 
out mce. out the particle blur seemed to 
work 'tally nicely 

I composited the Phase I text onto a Lo- 
res preview of the backgiuund so that Enol 
could get some idea of what I was trying to 
do. He liked the base idea but suggested 
some improvements, including a couple of 
flying CDs to go onto the cover to ram home 
the point ol the artwork So l rerendered. 
Eventuaty. through tnal and errtx. we came 
to agree how the end result would look 

Now that l had completed the building 
Modes for the image. I rendered them once 
more, this time at a higher resolution 
Because a CD cover isn't all that large. I only 
rendered the images at high resolution, 
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rather than 'print. This obviously took a lot 
less time to render, hopefully without 
snowing in the final print. I ended op with 
an image that was about a thousand pixels 
square for the background 

I had done the early compositing in 
ADPro, which was fine for the purpose at 
that level, but lor the final artwork I deoded 
to fire up Snapeshifter and use Photoshop 
on the Mac Photoshop is what Imagef/X 
should, and perhaps wfl, be. The most 
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important feature for me was Photoshop's 
facility for multiple, independent layers m 
the same picture This meant I could have 
separate, discrete elements, like the Phase 1 
logo, the normal text that appears on the 
cover, the background, and the glow as 
individually editable pictures.

extremely slow in Deluxe Paint 
Remember that it is the foreground 
elements of your design that are of most 
importance -3 background can easily be 
covered by Just a single colour, two at 
the most 

One way to Misery create colour 
transitions (spreads) ts to use dithering. 
Dithering works by creating a chess 
board pattern made up of rwo colours 
Due to the resolution, the effect fools the 
eye into thinking its seeing a new colour 
if you dithered red and white it would 
look like pmk. green and red appears as 
brown II you don't own an AGA 
machine it maybe a worthwhile exercise 
to actually create an image with different 



colour dithering to see which 
combinations work best. When you think 
you've got your palette right, save It out 



Although it s tempting to start your 
design with the foreground, the best 
place to start is the background. The 
background is invanabfy the simplest 
element in design and can act as an 
incentive to finish the picture off (one of 
the toughest disciplines in computer- 
design is patience). It also acts as an 
excellent reference for your foreground 
elements and you may even find better 
positioning than you originally 
anticipated.

The real world 



Probably the most frightening type of background is a natural one The sea. land. rock, 
sky. desert and snow are all natural backgrounds that make artists cringe The problem 
with natural backgrounds is that critics won't allow for mistakes If It's the inside of a 
spaceship or building you made up it doesn't matter what people say, because It s your 
creation. 

There are two ways to design natural backgrounds and both work equally well You 
can go for the realistic design in which you attempt to accurately recreate the 
background as much as possible, or opt for the more cartoon look usmg less colours 
and taking less time 

If done correctly, both took impressive, but you must remember that they also 
dictate the foreground style to some degree. If you create a complex background with 
many colours then you II probably have to do the same with the foreground elements 
Therefore, for those of you with non-AGA machines it may prove a sound decision 
opting for the cartoon-style background 

In the next issue I will be explaining in detail how to go about designing natural 
backgrounds - both realistic and cartoon I II also be taking a look at Gradients and 
how they can speed up the background process

But Just when I was resolved never to do the 
dlty wort tor anyone again, I got a letter from 
an a Amiga Computing reader - R Bellows of 
Edinburgh - who asked: 'I've med as hard as I 
can to make a ball bounce around the screen 
like it does in Pong or those Antanoid clones. 
How do you do it so it looks good?' Okay, all 
right, I give up Here is my way. 

Pong, or Ping Pong, was one of the first 
games ever devised as a computer or video 
game, and it was certainly the first video game I 
owned. I don't know about you - but then I'm 
sad and old Ihe thing which always fascinated 
me about the game was the way the ball 
bounced around the screen. It seemed to 
simulate a real ball bouncing around, which of 
course Is Incorrect because real balls bounce in 
three dimensions not two But as a 2D game of 
ping pong it wasn't at all bad 

It was quite a few years later that a friend of 
mine. I think it was probably Aaron Fotherglll. 
showed me how to compute bouncing things 
with vectors.

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ost people would agree mat quality- 
wise, listening to internal sound-based 
music through most Amiga monitors 
leaves a little to be desired. The 
addioon of multimedia-style speakers helps quite 
a bit but to be honest some of the offenngs 
currently available have quite limited tone 
control circuitry. This, coupled with the fairly 
mediocre speakers that are normally provided, 
usually means that even once you've added a 
separate speaker system there is soil room for 
improvement 

In most cases, all that's needed to improve 
things are simpfy some better signal EO 
(equalisation) facilities. Boosting the bass and 
treble end of a signal, tof instance, can provide 
some extra punch' that bnngs music to life If 
you can aho control the signal level being fed 
into the speaker system, it's often possible to 
further improve the sound quality. 

This is exactly where a unit called the Little 
Gem comes into its own. It's a small 
(7.5cm|W| xl4cm(H| x3cm|D| two channel 
audio mixer that provides independent 
gain, high and low frequency boost and 
cut and left/nght pan controls The two 
input and two output connectors are 
phono socket type |i e. the same as the 
Amiga uses) so when using the unit for 
sound output control, it's just a matter of 
connecting the Amiga s sound terminals to the 
Little Gem via a stereo phono lead (not supplied) 
and connecting the Little Gem outputs to your 
existing multimedia sound system 

The unit itself is powered by a 9v PP3 battery 
and you do need to remember to switch the unit 
off after use. otherwise current will continue to 
be drawn Mains operation is also possible via 
most everyday regulated power supplies, and 
the Little Gem will operate satisfactorily 



What's it got? 

• Z channel In, 2 channel out 

• Hi and lo EO to */-!2dB 

• Pan controls for stereo positioning of 
channels 

• Battery or mains operation - takes no 
power from the Amiga 

• Suitable for all Amiga models 
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anywhere between 9-18 volts DC. and accepts 
any polarity. 

And that's basically it - you place the Little 
Gem into your signal line and bingo, you 
instantly get much improved signal level and 
tone control. The other advantage of course is 
that you also get full control over left/right stereo 
panning which is particularly useful for removing 
hard left or right instrument panning in a song. 
If, say. all the percussion/drums or a bass line of 
a song had been placed on the left stereo 
channel, you could use the pan control to bring 
those instruments nearer to the centre of the 
stereo stage', in all likelihood producing a more 




natural overall sound output. 
There are other uses for the Little Gem as well 
Most sound samplers, for example, have little or 
no signal EQ facillbes, so unless the sound source 
itself provides these, you re stuck with sampling 
whatever signal arrives at the sampler. Put the 
Little Gem between the source and the sampler, 
however, and you can then process the sound 
before it enters the sampler - and this often 
allows you to improve the quality of the resulting 
sample 

Though fairly expensive (relative to the prices 
of many of the Amiga sound systems around|. 
the Little Gem has made a good impression. The 
construction inside is of reasonable quality and in 
pracrxe the mixing circuitry works well Equally 
important the Little Gem has very low noise 
levels |in fact it's as good as some mixers costing 
ten times the pnce) 

In short, if you have any doubts about 
whether you're getting the best possible output 
from your existing Amiga sound system or not 
the chances are you aren't - and the Little Gem 
could provide the perfect solution!

In the real world, al least dunng daytime, 
there is one predominant light source - the Son 
The way in which k lights our world is affected 
by various factors such as the angle o' the sun 
m the sky. cloud and fog (and, increasingly, 
pollution), objects casting shadows - be rtiey 
trees, buildings or mountains - the angle an 
object presents to the Sun. the surface 
charactensucs of illuminated objects, and the 
manner m which light enters buildings and 
other environments 

Unlike artificial lights, our relative pro«im<ty to 
the Sun and the strength of its light means there 
is little perceptible fall-off of the light intensity 
with distance, though of rouse like all real light 
sources, the Sun's light actually decreases in 
strength the further It travels .way from its 
source. 

The Sun. while really a point souice of light 
can be regarded on Earth as a parallel light 
source because of the great distances involved. 
Parallel light sources emit rays which .ill travel m 
the same direction, hence the term parallel 
and because of the great distances involved ,'nd 
the small area of Earth in relation to the Sun s 
light output, the rays which hit the Earth are 
effectively parallel rays.

Artificial light 



When it comes to interior scenes a new lighting pattern is needed, 
since the Sun is no longer likely to be the mam light source, if indeed it 
is present at all. In this ca-.e we need to simulate the effect of the Sun 
with a Key light |so-cailed because n is the mam light source!, but it is 
also usual practice to add one or more extra lights to provide fill to 
soften up the shadows caused by (he key dght and to enhance detail m 
the otherwise dark areas caused by using a single light source. 

The key light is the brightest light source in the setup and a usually a 
point or distant /parallel* light source which is set to casl shadows 
Place it to on. side of the camera, about 30 degrees above and at a 
reasonable distance from the main renue of attention The absolute 
distance of the key light from the subject depends on the strength of 
the light and the 3D package you an? using In Imagine, a distance of 
at least 1 000 units for a WOO.

The Fill light is around half the brightness of the key light, set on a 
level with the main subject on the opposite side of the camera to the 
key light, but at an equivalent distance from the subject It is usual for 
this light to be set to cast NO shadows Sometimes a second fill light 
will be placed behind and to the left of the mam subject to provide 



more soft fill Again, vary the colour of the lights away from the 
standard default settings for more interesting results 

Once the key and fill lights have been positioned, the rest of the 
room/environment can be lit accordingly. Perhaps there are wall or 
other incidental lights, or maybe a small window These shoufdn t 
contribute much to the main lighting setup but they should add 
interest to the background and illuminate the rest of the scene to 
produce the desired effect You can also add some ambient light, but 
remember to keep it to a minimum to avoid flooding out your main 
lights 

There will be situations where the key light might be a large, well-lit 
window in a building, for example In this case, posibon a fill light 
where it most effectively softens the shadows and yet still enhances the 
detail of the scene, Tn/ different posibons for the fill light until you find 
one which produces the most pleasing results. 

Obviously, there are too many variations to go into here, so don't be 
afraid to experiment If you want more ideas, use the resources or your 
local library and read up on film, theatrical and photographic lighting 
to get more insight into lighting your 3D worlds.
